The  One  Hundredth  and  Tenth  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina  met  at  the  above  mentioned  time 
and  place.  There  was  a  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion, the  Bishop  being  the  Celebrant,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  A. 
Toomer  Porter,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  John  D.  McCollough, 
D.  D.,  Rev.  William  E.  Evans,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  William  B. 
Gordon,  and  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Ciift,  the  Rector  of  the  Parish. 

Immediately  after  Divine  service.  Council  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  roll  was  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Council. 

Thirty  of  the  Clergy,  including  the  Bishop,  entitled  to 
seats  and  votes,  answered  to  the  roll  call;  one  entitled  to  seat, 
but  not  vote;  and  one  entitled  to  neither  seat  nor  vote;  sub- 
sequently, four  of  the  Clergy,  entitled  to  seats  and  votes; 
one  entitled  to  seat,  but  not  vote;  and  one  entitled  to  neither 
seat  nor  vote,  reported  their  presence,  making  in  all  thirty* 
eight  of  the  Clergy  present  the  first  day;  and  twenty-eight 
Deputies,  representing  twenty-one  churches,  answered  to  the 
roll  call;  subsequently,  twenty-one  Deputies,  representing 
eleven  additional  churches,  reported  present,  making  forty- 
nine  Deputies,  representing  thirty -two  Parishes  present  the 
first  day. 

(For  names  of  those  present,  see  Roll  of  Clergy,  page  14; 
and  the  List  of  Deputies,  page  8.) 

A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  present,  the  Council  was 
declared  duly  organized. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D., 
Rev.  J.  W.  Cantey  Johnson,  and  Rev.  W.  T.  Capers,  the 
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Committee  on  Roll  of  the  Clergy;  and  on  the  Credentials  of 
the  Deputies,  Messrs.  Joseph  I.  Waring,  Robert  Jenkins, 
and  J.  W.  McClure. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  in  order,  the  Rev.  A.  R. 
Mitchell  nominated  the  Rev.  James  G.  Glass.  On  motion, 
the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  Bishop  requested  to  cast 
the  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Council  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Glass  as 
Secretary.  The  vote  being  cast,  Mr.  Glass  was  declared  duly 
elected.  Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  was  nominated  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Council;  and,  on  motion,  the  Bishop  was  requested  to 
cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  Council  for  Mr.  Mitchell,  aud 
he  was  declared  re-elected  Treasurer. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  Standing  Committees 
of  Council  : 

(1.)  On  Admission  of  New  Parishes — The  Rev.  J.  H. 
Tillinghast,  Messrs.  S.  T.  Poinier  and  C.  Hanckel. 

(2.)  On  the  Constitution  and  Canons — The  Rev.  J.  D. 
McCollough,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John 
Kershaw  and  Messrs.  Edward  McCrady  and  William  H. 
Parker. 

(3.)  On  the  State  of  the  Church— The  Rev.  J.  H.  Tilling- 
hast,  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry,  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher,  and  Mr. 
J.  M.  Elford,  Dr.  Theo.  Croft,  and  J.  Swinton  Whaley. 

(4.)  On  Unfinished  Business — The  Rev.  W.  H.  Barn- 
well, Mr.  O.  McR.  Holmes,  and  P.  T.  Hayne. 

(5.)  On  Finance — Messrs.  John  R.  London,  F.  L  Frost, 
M.  D.,  and  Richard  I.  Manning. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  he  would  not  appoint  a 
preacher  for  the  next  Annual  Council;  but  would,  instead  of 
a  sermon,  read  his  Annual  Address,  but  in  case  he  should  be 
prevented  from  attending  Council  from  any  cause,  he  would 
appoint  the  Rev.  Edward  McCrady,  alternate  preacher. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Evans  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  carried  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  order  of  service  with  which  the  Council  was 
opened  on  this  day,  and  as  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  has  given  great 
gratification  to  the  members  of  the  Council ;  ana  that  we  express  the 
hope  that  it  may  please  the  Bishop  to  consider  the  opening  service  of 
this  Council  a  precedent  for  future  similar  occasions." 

The  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
was  read  by  its  President,  the  Rev.  A.  Toomer  Porter, 
D.  D.,  and,  on  motion,  it  was  received  and  ordered  printed. 
[See  Appendix  III.  ] 

On  account  of  the  large  number  of  Deacons  and  Priests 
ordained,  and  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  thus  reported  in 
this  Communication,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  asked  that  the 
Bishop  lead  in  singing  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis. 

The  Gloria  in  Excelsis  was  sung. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.     [See  Appendix  I. ~\ 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  arose  at  that 
portion  of  his  address  where  reference  was  made  to  the 
decease  of  Priests  and  Bishops  of  the  Church. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Council  and  of  the  Bishop's 
Common  Fund  was  read,  and  on  motion  received,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.     [See  Appendix  V.] 

The  Committee  on  the  List  of  the  Clergy  reported  the 
Bishop's  list  correct.     On  motion,  report  was  received. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  moved  to  amend  Canon  XII  as 
follows  :  In  Section  VIII,  strike  out  the  word  "morning" 
in  second  line,  and  insert  "evening;"  strikeout  the  words 
"after  the  calling  of  the  names  of  members,"  third  line,  and 
insert  "after  such  service  as  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop."  In  fifth  line,  strike  out  the  word  "read,"  and 
insert  the  word  "made. "  So  that  the  Canon,  when  amended, 
will  read  : 

"Section  VIII.  At  each  Annual  Council,  the  missionary  work  of 
the  Diocese  shall  be  considered  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day's 
session,  immediately  after  such  service  as  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop.  At  this  session  all  reports  concerning  the  work  shall  be  made 
and  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year  elected." 
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On  motion,  the  amendment  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy 
was  made  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Frost;  on  motion,  it  was  received, 
and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal,  as  follows  :. 

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy,  elected  by  this  Coun- 
cil, report  that  the  Academy  is  about  to  close  the  thirty-third  year  of: 
its  remarkable  life.  For  a  whole  generation  it  has  continued  its 
benefactions,  supplying  a  need  which  would  have  been  more  keenly 
felt  had  this  Institution  not  been  in  existence. 

Eighty-five  boys  have  been  on  the  roll  of  the  Academy  this  year.  A 
number  that  could  have  been  increased  four  fold  had  not  its  venerable 
and  beloved  founder  felt  that  his  age  and  increasing  infirmities 
demanded  a  halt.  Very  few  of  these  Cadets  have  paid  their  expenses, 
many  are  at  half  pay,  and  a  number  are  entire  beneficiaries.  Not- 
withstanding many  drawbacks,  and  many  burdens  unbearable  by  any 
one  else,  the  Rector  has  sustained  the  Institution  at  its  high  efficiency, 
and  he  hopes  that  he  will  close  the  year  entirely  free  of  debt.  But  he 
will  be  compelled  to  use  great  exertion  to  attain  this  end. 

Captain  Thomas  Finckney  is  the  only  citizen  of  South  Carolina  who, 
with  an  annual  subscription  of  $100,  has  come  forward  to  assist  in  the 
heroic  effort  to  educate  South  Carolina  sons  who  desire  an  education, 
and  are  otherwise  unable  to  attain  it.  It  would  seem  that  such  self- 
sacrificing  efforts  of  on«  man  for  the  benefit  of  his  fellow  citizens, 
would  make  an  eloquent  appeal  to  the  generosity  of  many  who,  unso- 
licited, would  come  forward,  and  by  small  and  large  donations,  assist 
in  this  great  work.  Dr.  Porter  has  added  to  the  Endowment  Fund 
$20,000.00  this  year;  $10,000.00  of  this  being  the  generous  gift  of  the 
Very  Rev.  Dean  Hoffman,  of  New  York.  The  endowment  of  the 
Academy  now  amounts  to  $50,000.00,  safely  invested.  It  is  the  desire 
of  the  Rector  to  increase  this  to  $500,000.00,  for  it  will  take  all  of  that 
amount  to  develop  the  possibilities  of  this  Institution. 

Are  there  none  of  our  own  peoj)le  who  will  aid  him? 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop,  the.  Board  of  Trustees  have  elected 
a  number  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen  from  different  pai  ts  of  the  Diocese 
to  be  'trustees,  hoping  thereby  to  widen  the  interest. 

The  Trustees  elected  by  you  earnestly  ask  that  the  sons  of  the  Church 
throughout  the  Diocese  should  be  sent  here;  and  that  a  pay  patronage 
should  be  in  every  way  encouraged. 

The  Academy  has  put  the  Church  under  obligation  to  it;  for  thirty- 
five  of  its  graduates  are  in  the  Priesthood,  and  one  a  Bishop.  Some  of 
the  nioab  devoted  Priests  and  Laymen  of  this  Diocese  are  its  children. 
A  tree  is  judged  by  its  fruits. 

The  Rev.  T.  D.  Bratton  having  left  the  Diocese,  a  vacancy  is  created 
in  the  Trustees  elected  by  this  Council,  which  vacancy  we  advise 
should  be  filled  by  a  Clergyman,  an  Alumnus  of  the  Institution,  if 
practicable. 

We  are  sorry  to  have  to  report  the  continued  ill  health  of  the  Rev. 
Theodore  A.  Porter;  by  which  the  Academy  has  been  deprived  of  his 
most  valuable  and  devoted  services ;  and  we  are  sure  that  we  express 
the  unanimous  sentiment  of  this  Council  in  the  earnest  prayer  and 
hope  that  God,  in  His  good  providence,  may  soon  restore  him  to  his 
former  health  and  usefulness.

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The  Rev.  Dr.  Evans,  for  the  Committee  on  Preparing  a 
History  of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina  to  1900,  reported 
as  follows  : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  feasibility  of  having  a 
History  of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina  written  and  published,  beg 
leave  to  make  the  following'  report : 

1.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  such  a  history  should  be 
prepared  and  published,  either  as  a  continuation  of  '.'  Dalcho's  Histori- 
cal Account  of  the  P.  E.  Church  in  South  Carolina,"  or  as  an  inde- 
pendent work  that  shall  record  the  chronicles  of  the  Church  from  its 
planting  in  South  Carolina  to  the  close  of  the  Nineteenth  Century ; 
this  to  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  historiographer. 

2.  *  We  beg  to  recommend  that  she  said  History  be  published  by 
subscription,  and  only  after  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  be  subscribed 
for  to  warrant  its  publication,  the  Bishop  to  appoint  a  committee  of  — 
persons,  lay  or  clerical,  to  solicit  subscriptions. 

3.  We  also  recommend  that  the  Council  elect  its  historiographer, 
who  shall  be  duly  notified  by  the  Committee  on  Subscriptions,  when  a 
sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  History  shall  have  been  subscribed 
for,  to  justify  him  in  proceeding  with  his  work. 

4.  We  recommend  finally,  that  whatever  profits  or  royalties  shall 
be  derived  from  the  publication  of  the  said  History,  shall  of  right 
belong  to  the  historiographer.  W.  E.  EVANS, 

Chairman. 

Dr.  Porter  moved  that  the  report  be  received  and  agreed 
to,  and  that  one  clergyman  and  one  layman  from  each  Con- 
vocation be  appointed  on  the  committee  to  solicit  subscrip- 
tions.    The  motion  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  W.  X.  Tillinghast,  Secretary  of  the  Convoca- 
tion for  the  Second  Missionary  District,  presented  the  follow- 
ing series  of  resolutions  from  said  Convocation  : 

Resolved,  That  whereas.  Canon  25,  of  Title  II,  of  the  Digest,  lays 
great  responsibility  on  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  for  the  proper 
and  reverent  rendering  of  the  music  of  the  services,  which  is  recognized 
as  such  an  important  function  of  worship;  and  whereas,  the  Clergy 
are,  as  a  general  rule,  not  proficient  in,  and  often  ignorant  of  music,  and 
particularly  of  music  especially  adapted  to  public  worship : 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  this  Convocation  respectfully  request  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese  to  request  its  Trustees  to  the  Theological  Semi- 
naries to  bring  this  want  of  musical  education  in  those  studying  for 
the  Ministry  of  the  Church  to  their  attention,  and  request  that  such 
steps  be  taken  as  to  provide  an  efficient  musical  education ;  particularly 
church  music,  to  every  student  who  contemplates  entering  the  Minis- 
try of  the  Church. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convocation  was" then  instructed  to 
bring  the  matter  up  in  the  form  of  a  motion  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council. 
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In  accordance  with  his  instructions,  he  therefore  offered 
the  following  motion  : 

•'That  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Council,  to 
request  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminaries  to  bring  before  the 
Faculties  of  these  Institutions,  the  importance  of  instructing  the 
students  in  church  music." 

The  motion,  with  resolution  attached,  was  carried. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  offered  the  following  resolution  with 
reference  to  the  Incorporation  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  this  Church  constituted  under  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State,  approved  February  20th,  1880,  Trustees  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  certain  properties  connected  with  this  Church,  therein  men- 
tioned and  specified,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  requested,  to  memo- 
rialize the  General  Assembly  for  the  passage  of  a  Bill  hereto  appended, 
amending  the  said  Act  so  as  to  relieve  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the 
said  Standing  Committee  from  the  said  Trust,  and  to  provide  for  the 
substitution  in  their  places  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  known  as 
"  The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina," 
to  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Church,  in  accordance  with 
such  Canon  or  Canons  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  adopted ;  and 
upon  whom,  when  so  elected  and  organized,  the  Trust  upon  which  the 
said  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  have  hitherto 
held  the  said  properties  may  devolve  upon  the  said  Trustees  thereby  to 
be  appointed." 

Dr.  Porter  then  offered  in  explanation  of  his  resolution,  the  follow- 
ing sketch  of  the  origin  of  present  Act  referred  to,  and  concluded  his 
remarks  thereon,  by  suggesting  the  passage  of  the  Bill  appended  to 
this  sketch: 

On  May  12th,  1877,  just  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention, 
Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  offered,  and  it  was  adopted,  the  following 
simple  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons  to  inquire  and  report  upon  the  expediency  of  providing  for 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese.    Page  30,  Journal  of  1877. 

May  10th,  1878.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  respect- 
fully reported  that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  resolution 
referred  to  them,  with  regard  to  the  expediency  of  providing  Trustees 
for  the  Diocese.  They  consider  such  provision  wise  and  expedient, 
and  think  that  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  would  be  the 
proper  representatives  of  the  Diocese  to  whom  such  trusts  sho  ild  be 
committed,  but  that  more  mature  deliberation  and  State  legislation 
both  are  necessary  in  order  to  perfect  the  plan.    Page  20,  Journal  1878. 

Page  29,  Rev.  H.  O.  Judd  offered  a  resolution,  amended  ,by  Rev. 
J.  H.  Cornish,  and  accepted  by  the  mover 

Resolved,  That  a  Special  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman 
and  two  Laymen,  be  appointed  to  take  necessary  sleps  to  procure  from 
the  next  Legislature  a  charter  for  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee 
as  a  corporate  body,  and  to  report  their  action  to  the  next  Convention. 
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In  the  Journal  of  1879,  page  22,  on  the  15th  of  May,  Rev.  J.  D 
McCollough,  from  the  Special  Committee  to  Procure  a  Charter, 
reported : 

••  The  committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  take  necessary  steps  to 
procure  from  the  next  Legislature  a  Charter  for  the  Bishop  and  Stand- 
ing Committee  as  a  corporal e  body,  respectfully  report: 

That  a  meeting  of  the  committee  was  appointed  and  held  in  Charles- 
ton, one  of  the  members,  however,  being  absent  from  the  city.  In 
view  of  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  of  the  irrevocable  nature 
of  the  Act  when  consummated,  the  committee  took  the  responsibility 
of  deferring  the  action  contemplated,  in  order  to  submit  to  the  Con- 
vention for  its  approval  the  legislation  they  would  propose.  He 
further  stated  that  the  committee  had  not  effected  another  meeting, 
and  in  view  of  the  importance  of  speedy  action,  offered  the  following : 

Whereas,  The  proposed  incorporation  of  the  Diocese  will  involve 
the  passage  of  a  canon  to  meet  the  case, 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Constitution  and  Canons,  to  report  to-morrow,  a  plan  for  the  further 
action  of  the  Convention.  On  the  16th  of  May,  the  Committee  on  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  report : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  committing  the 
subject  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Diocese  (mark  there  was  no  com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  the  incorporation  of  the  Diocese,  but  this 
is  what  this  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  sajTs,) 
respectfully  report,  that  they  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  com 
mittee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  with  the  addition  of  Mr.  K  W. 
Shand  to  said  committee,  and  would  urge  upon  the  committee  so  con- 
stituted the  importance  of  prompt  action.  All  of  which  sounds  some- 
what comical,  since  the  subject  thought  to  be  so  important  had  been 
held  in  abeyance  just  two  years,  being  tossed  back  and  forth  to  a 
Special  Committee,  and  then  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons,  then  back  to  the  Committee,  and  back  again  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Canons,  with  positive  instructions  to  prepare  a 
Canon  which  the  Convention  said  the  day  before  was  necessary,  and 
to  report  it  the  next  day,  which  Canon  was  never  reported,  and  has 
not  been  reported  or  acted  on  to  this  hour. 

I  believe  the  Special  Committee  was  right,  and  the  Convention  was 
right,  in  adopting  the  preamble  and  resolution  saying  that  a  Canon 
was  necessary,  and  the  action  of  this  Body  was  necessary  to  perfect 
the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  but  there  is 
no  such  Canon,  and  there  is  no  report  anywhere  in  the  Journals  of 
wnat  action  the  Committee  proposed  to  take  in  nieniorializing  the 
Legislature,  no  approval,  no  authorization  of  their  action. 

But  on  May  13th,  1880.  page  28,  it  is  recorded, 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare]  an  Act,  &c.  Read  from  the 
Journal. 

There  is  no  vote  showing  that  this  action  was  approved  or  accepted ; 
not  even  a  motion  that  it  be  received  as  information.  The  committee 
seems  to  have  gone  right  ahead,  apparently  forgetful  that  they  had 
reported  that  a  Canon  was  necessary  to  such  action,  and  the  Conven- 
tion had  adopted  their  report  and  resolutions.  And  also  that  they 
would  report  to  the  Convention  the  Act  they  would  propose  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Legislature. 

I  presume  that  the  position  will  be  taken  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
created  by  the  Legislature,  not  by  Canon  of  this  Church,  has,  from 
time  to  time,  made  its  report  to  this  Convention  which  has  been 
received,  and  thereby  a  tacit  acceptance  of  this  Board  by  the  Council 
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has  been  given.  This  may  be  so  but  the  whole  business,  the  history 
shows,  was  irregular  and  spasmodic.  One  or  two  seem  to  have  had 
the  matter  in  charge,  and  the  Convention  seems  to  have  paid  very 
little  attention  to  the  subject. 

But  now,  Mr.  President,  other  questions  have  arisen,  etc.,  etc.,  and 
the  following  Bill  is  suggested : 

A  Bill  to  amend  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  grant  certain  powers  to 
the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,"'  approved  February 
20th,  1880,  and  to  substitute  in  their  place  another  Board  of 
Trustees 


Whereas,  in  and  by  an  Act  entitled.  "An  Act  to  grant  certain  powers 
to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,''  approved  February  20th, 
1880,  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  for  the 
time  being,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office,  were  appointed  Trustees 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore  given  or 
acquired  for  objects  connected  with  said  Church  in  said  Diocese,  other 
than  that  held  by  other  corporations,  and  also  for  all  property  belong 
ing  to  any  of  the  corporations  or  churches,  or  dormant  parishes  form- 
erly connected  with  said  church,  but  which  had  then  ceased  to  have 
active  operation,  and  also  of  any  property  then  or  thereafter  belonging 
to  other  churches  or  corporations  which  might  desire  to  surrender  or 
convey  the  same  to  the  said  Trustees,  or  whose  charter  of  incorpora- 
tion might  have  expired. 

And  Whereas,  the  said  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  of  the  said  Church,  at  the  request  of  this  Council 
thereof,  have  memorialized  the  General  Assembly  to  relieve  the  said 
Bishop  and  Memoers  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  trust  afore- 
said, and  to  substitute  other  Trustees  in  their  place  and  stead. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  that  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  said  Diocese  of  tne  said  Church,  constituting  under  the 
Act  aforesaid,  Trustees  as  aforesaid,  shall,  upon  the  election  and 
organization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  herealter  provided,  be  relieved 
of  and  from  the  said  trusts,  and  upon  their  accounting  for  the  proper- 
ties in  their  hands  as  such  Trustees,  and  turning  over  the  same  to  the 
Trustees  hereafter  provided,  shall  be  discharged  and  exonerated 
therefrom. 

Sec.  2.  That  a  Board  of  Trustees  is  hereby  incorporated,  to  be 
known  as  the  "Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South 
Carolina."  Which  Board  shall  be  constituted  of  not  more  than — , 
nor  less  than  —  members;  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Council  .in  and 
for  the  said  Church,  in  the  said  Diocese,  in  accordance  with  such 
Canon  or  Canons  as  by  such  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
adopted. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  Trustees  hereby  incorporated,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees, 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  and  all  property  which  may  be 
intrusted  to  them  by  the  said  Bishop  and  members  of  the  said  Stand- 
ing Committee,  as  belonging  to  the  said  trust,  and  also  of  any  and  all 
of  their  property  coming  within  the  scope  and  perview  of  the  trust 
created  under  the  Act  of  February  20th,  1880,  aforesaid. 
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Mr.  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  moved  that  a  special  committee 
of  five  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  take  the  matter  under 
consideration,  and  report  to  Council. 

Motion  was  carried,  and  Messrs.  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr., 
Edward  McCrady,  John  R.  London,  Drs.  F.  M.  Dwight  and 
T.  G.  Croft,  were  appointed  on  the  committee.

Resolved,  That  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  a  levy  be  laid 
upon  each  Church  or  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council,  of  a  sum 
equivalent  to  four  (4% )  per  centum  on  the  current  expenses  (including 
salaries,  fuel,  etc.,)  expended  in  each  Church  or  Parish,  and  a  sum 
equal  to  one  (1%  )  per  centum  on  the  same  be  levied  for  the  expenses 
of  the  Council ;  the  levy  to  be  made  on  above  items  as  reported  in  the 
Journal  of  this  Council  for  1900. 

(2.)  Resolved  further,  That  the  Treasurer  notify  the  Churches  or 
Parishes  as  soon  as  the  assessments  have  been  made,  of  the  amounts  to 
be  paid  by  them. 

(3.)  Resolved  further,  That  Missions  be  urged  to  contribute  as  much 
as  possible  towards  the  support  of  the  Bishop. 

(4.)  Resolved,  That  when  any  surplus  shall  arise  from  receipts 
from  the  Parishes  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  the  Treasurer  of  said 
fund  shall  pay  said  surplus  over  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to  be 
held  by  them,  or  to  be  invested  by  them,  tor  the  benefit  of  the  Bishop's 
Common  Fund.

The  Council  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment.

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  im mediately 
after  Divine  service.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Division  of  the 
Diocese,  being  the  special  order  of  the  day,  the  report  was 
submitted  as  follows — being  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson, 
in  place  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Dr.  McCollough : 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DIVISION  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  advisability  and  feasibility 
of  dividing  the  Diocese,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following*  report: 

In  accordance  with  the  call  of  the  senior  member,  the  Rev.  John  D. 
McCollough,  D.  D.,  the  committee  met  at  Saluda,  N  C,  on  Wednes- 
day, 9th  August,  1899,  ten  members  being  present.  On  'organization 
the  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough  was  unanimously  elected  Chairman. 

The  subject  was  fully  and  exhaustively  discussed  in  all  its  bearings, 
a  thorough  examination  and  comparison  being  made  of  the  statistics 
of  this  Diocese,  and  of  all  the  divided  Dioceses,  the  conditions  of  which 
appeared  to  present  circumstances  in  any  way  analogous  to  our  own. 
Your  committee,  with  prayerful  and  impartial  deliberation,  and  with 
singleness  of  purpose  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  entire  Diocese, 
weighed  every  argument  in  favor  of  and  adverse  to  tne  proposed 
division,  two  evenings  and  the  better  part  of  two  days  being  devoted 
to  the  consideration  of  the  subject,  and  every  member  freely  express- 
ing his  views  and  convictions.  It  was  shown  that  with  the  present 
facilities  for  travel,  a  single  Bishop,  with  the  considerate  co-operation 
of  his  clergy,  and  the  use  of  a  judicious  itinerary,  should  have  no 
difficulty  in  giving  to  every  Parish  and  Missionary  Station  a  reasonable 
portion  of  his  time  and  ministration ;  that  the  legal  status  of  the  vested 
funds  of  the  Dicoese  is  such  as  to  present  grave  legal  problems  in  the 
event  of  a  division,  the  solution  of  which  it  is  impossible  to  foresee; 
and  that  the  financial  difficulties  with  which  we  have  now  to  contend 
are  ton  great  to  give  hopeful  promise  of  success,  should  a  heavier 
burden  be  imposed. 

For  these  and  other  weighty  reasons  your  committee  would  respect- 
fully report  adversely  to  the  proposition  suggested  for  their  considera- 
tion, and  ask  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  not  at  this  time  advisable  or  feasible  to  divide 
the  Diocese.

Dr.  McCollough  then  read  the  following  Report  .of  the 
Minority  of  Ihc  Committee  on  Division  : 
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KEPOET  OF  MINORITY  OF  COMMITTEE   ON  DIVISION  OF 
THE  DIOCESE. 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  committee,  cannot  concur  in  the 
report  of  the  majority,  for  the  following  reasons,  which  they  respect- 
fully ask  leave  to  lay  before  the  Council  for  their  consideration : 

We  believe  that  it  is  not  only  "advisable,"  but  highly  important  to 
the  welfare  and  future  progress  of  the  Church,  that  the  Diocese  should 
be  divided. 

1st.  Because  the  work  of  administering  it  ecclesiastically  is  too 
great  for  one  man ;  and  in  addition,  there  is  enough  of  the  work  proper 
to  "successors  of  the  Apostles,"  to  wholly  occupy  another. 

2nd.  Because  in  the  progress  of  every  Diocese  that  has  divided,  as 
compared  with  South  Carolina,  experience  proves  that  it  is  best  to 
follow  primitive  precedents. 

3rd.  Because  the  rapid  increase  of  population,  and  that  in  portions 
of  it  where  the  Church  is  least  known,  calls  loudly  for  Apostolic 
work — and  that  noiv. 

And  4th.  It  is  "feasible,"  if  the  Church  wills  it;  since  two  Bishops 
have  been  supported,  more  than  once,  when  the  Church  was  less  able 
than  now.  A  fund  of  $63,000.00  should  surelv  give  an  income  of 
S3, 150.00.  Assessments  paid  in  1899  were  $2,399t8/q  =  $5,500.00.  This 
is  a  support  for  two  Bishops,  and  there  is  assurance  of  more.  Nor  do 
we  see  how  "the  legal  status  of  vested  funds,"  or  "financial  difficul- 
ties," affect  this  question. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  we  respectfully  ask  leave  to  offer  the 
following  amendment  to  the  resolution  proposed, viz :  To  strike  out  the 
word  "wo*."  J.  D.  McCOLLOUGH. 

W.  B.  GORDON. 

The  Rev.  J.  II.  Tillinghast  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report  of  the  majority  of  the  committee. 

The  Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell  moved  as  an  amendment  to  this 
motion  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  minority. 

The  question  was  discussed  at  great  length. 

At  2  o'clock  Mr.  Parker  moved  that  the  debate  be 
adjourned  until  4  o'clock  P.  M.    The  motion  was  carried. 

The  Secretary  read  fraternal  greetings  from  Conventions 
assembled  in  Georgia  and  Tennessee,  and  was  instructed  to 
reply,  sending  greetings  from  this  Council. 

Council  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  P.  M.

Council  re-assembled,  the  Bishop  in  the  chair,  and  the 
discussion  was  continued  on  the  rpestion  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Division  of  the  Diocese.

Chancellor  Shand  appeared  and  took  his  seat  in  Council. 

Dr.  Evans  moved  that  a  vote  he  taken  on  the  question, 
after  the  Bishop  had  made  such  remarks  as  he  desired. 

Rev.  Mr.  Magruder  moved  as  a  substitute  to  amend  by 
limiting  debate  to  five  minutes,  and  continue  the  discussion. 

Carried,  by  a  vote  of  forty  to  thirty-two. 

Rev.  Mr.  Brown  moved  to  close  the  discussion  at  5  o'clock. 
Carried. 

Discussion  continued  until  the  hour  appointed,  and  by 
request  the  Bishop  spoke  to  the  subject  under  discussion. 

A  vote  by  orders  was  called  for  and  taken,  with  the  follow- 
ing result  : 

Thirty -three  of  the  Clergy  voted;  fifteen  affirmatively, 
eighteen  negatively. 

Thirty-two  Parishes  voted;  four  affirmatively,  twenty- 
eight  negatively.

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the 
committee  was  then  carried,  with  no  dissenting  voice. 

The  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh,  presented 
their  report — the  report  being  read  by  Pev.  Mr.  Bratton, 
the  Pectur  of  St.  Mary's.  On  motion,  report  was  received, 
and  is  as  follows  : 


REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  ST.  MARY'S  SCHOOL,  RALEIGH,  K  C. 

We,  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  respectfully  present  this,  our 
first  annual  report : 

Shortly  after  the  adoption  of  this  Institution  as  the  Diocesan  School 
for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  we  were  summoned  to  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  Tarboro,  N.  C,  which  two  of  our  number 
attended. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  being  the  election  of  a  Rector  to  succeed 
the  late  lamented  Dr.  Bennett  Smedes,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bratton,  of  our 
Diocese,  was  duly  elected. 

Of  Dr.  Smedes  it  is  fitting  to  record  here  a  most  appreciative  men- 
tion of  his  noble,  self-sacrificing  loyalty  to  the  legacy  left  him  by  his 
distinguished  father,  the  founder  of  St.  Mary's.  For  more  than 
twenty  years  Dr.  Smedes  had  conducted  St.  Mary's,  not  because  it  was 
a  paying  private  enterprise,  but  solely  because  of  his  devotion  to  the 
Church  with  which  St.  Mary's  had  so  long  been  identified  as  its  dis- 
tinctive school.  In  this  work  he  spent  himself  and  the  far  greater  part 
of  his  fortune  in  the  eflort  to  maintain  the  School  under  the  rapidly 
changing  conditions  which  woman's  education  was  making  during 
these  twenty  years  and  more ;  in  which,  State  institutions  and  endowed 
colleges  sprang  into  existence,  making  it  well  nigh  impossible  for 
private  schools  to  live,  no  matter  how  excellent  they  might  be.  That 
he  succeeded,  and  maintained  the  splendid  reputation  of  the  School,  is 
itself  the  best  tribute  to  the  devotion  of  this  Christian  gentleman  and 
scholar. 

Ill  health,  together  with  the  growing  conviction  that  St.  Mary's 
coul  il  no  longer  be  maintained  by  private  means  alone,  suggested  the 
plan  of  making  it  by  ownership,  what  it  had  been  in  intention  and 
result,  the  Diocesan  School  of  the  Carolina  Dioceses.  The  Convention 
of  North  Carolina  was  bold  enough  to  accept  the  charge  buying  the 
buildings  and  a  spacious  domain  of  twenty-live  acres  from  the  heir  of 
the  late  Mr.  Cameron  and  assuming  all  legal  responsibility  for  the 
venture.    North   Carolina  was  also  generous   enough,  by  its  own 
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motion,  to  invite  the  co-operation  (with  an  equal  share  of  power  in 
the  management  of  the  School,  but  without  any  legal  obligation  what- 
ever,) of  the  other  three  Dioceses  within  the  limits  of  the  Carolinas. 
The  cost  of  the  plant  was  fifty  thousand  dollars,  of  which  nearly 
twenty-eight  thousand  has  been  paid,  or  has  been  provided  for.  The 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Trustees  have  recently  employed  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Pruden  as  financial  agent,  who  is  now  engaged,  and  roost  success- 
fully, m  raising  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  debt.  Within  about 
sixty  days,  he  has  raised  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars  in  cash,  and 
about  nine  thousand  in  notes,  which  soon  fall  due,  in  North  Carolina, 
and  he  confidently  expects  to  wipe  out  the  balance  of  the  debt  (about 
twenty-thousand  dollars)  during  the  current  year. 

The  Executive  Committee  indulge  the  good  hope  that  his  efforts  will 
succeed,  and  your  Trustees  unite  in  the  earnest  exhortation  that  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina  do  her  full  share  in  setting  this  noble  Insti- 
tution upon  a  firm  footing. 

With  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pruden  expects  to 
represent  this  cause  in  our  Diocese  to  the  members  of  our  Parishes, 
as  he  is  now  doing  in  North  and  East  Carolina,  and  will  shortly  do  in 
Asheville. 

That  these  four  Dioceses  can  maintain  such  a  high  grade  Provincial 
(rather  than  Diocesan)  Institution,  such  as  the  management  of  St 
Mary's  intend  it  shall  become,  no  one,  we  think,  can  doubt.  We 
therefore  come  to  you  with  the  earnest  plea  upon  our  lips  that  you 
will  unite  with  us  in  making  the  common  effort  which  is  necessary  to 
accomplish  this  most  important  object. 

We  have  the  vision  which  we  do  not  think  is  only  a  vision,  of  a 
provincial  educational  system  in  the  Carolinas  (and  possibly  to  embrace 
other  Dioceses  in  the  South),  of  which  Sewanee  shall  be  the  head,  and 
top,  and  centre  for  our  young  men,  and  St.  Mary's  for  our  young 
women ;  with  Diocesan  Schools,  such  as  the  Porter  Military  Academy 
for  boys  in  South  Carolina  (alas!  that  there  should  be  none  for  girls) 
in  each  Diocese  sending  the  best  fruits  of  its  secondary  system  to  the 
one  larger  institution  for  the  higher  curriculum.  For  this  purpose  St. 
Mary's  has  the  plant,  not  so  spacious  as  Sewanee,  but  with  far  better 
facilities  than  Sewanee  started  with,  thirty  years  ago;  and  with  a 
domain  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  in  an  excellent  climate,  and  conve- 
nient location ;  and  above  all.  with  an  already  created  and  deserved 
reputation,  extending  far  beyond  the  limits  of  the  territory  to  which 
it  seeks  to  minister  in  concerns  educational  and  spiritual. 

Our  age  being  as  it  is.  an  age  of  education  and  letters  in  the  highest 
sense  ,  we  believe  that  it  is  only  by  such  a  perfected  educational  system 
as  this,  that  the  Church  can  become,  what  she  was  instituted  to  be,  the 
Ecclesia  Docens.  And  the  opportunity  to  begin  to  realize  this  destiny 
is  wonderfully  vouchsafed  in  the  existence,  the  success,  the  growth  of 
these  Institutions,  Sewanee  and  St.  Mary's,  which  have  gained  the 
confidence  of  our  people  by  bestowing  blessings  upon  them. 

We  realize  that  our  report  is  resolving  itself  into  a  plea,  but  we  have 
not  restrained  the  expression  of  this  plea,  which  arises  naturally  from 
our  great  desire  to  second  the  strong,  enthusiastic,  determined  efforts 
of  our  colleagues  in  North  Carolina  to  wipe  out  the  indebtedness  upon 
St.  Mary's,  and  to  begin  the  improvements,  which,  we  feel,  will 
so  surely  enlarge  the  already  great  usefulness  of  that  Institution. 

The  curriculum  at  St.  Mary's  covers  the  usual  preparatory  and 
college  courses.  There  are  also  well  organized  and  equipped  schools 
of  Music  and  Art,  and  a  Business  School,  which  has  had  a  remarkably 
successful  career  in  preparing  young  women  for  entrance  upon  those 
walks  of  commercial  life  which  have  been  opened  to  women. 

The  work  of  the  literary  department  has  always  been  good,  as  those 
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who  have  knowledge  of  it  will  unanimously  testify.  The  standard  of 
the  School  has  been  raised,  and  the  schedule  of  studies  next  year  will 
be  the  equal  of  our  best  colleges. 

The  Art  School  is  provided  with  a  beautiful  studio;  in  all  its  appoint- 
ments unsurpassed  in  the  South,  perhaps.  It  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  a  capable  artist,  who  has  had  the  best  advantages  afforded  by 
American  Schools  of  Art 

The  Music  School  has  done  good  work,  but  labors  under  the  disad- 
vantage of  being  without  the  conveniences  for  the  highest  culture  in 
this  art,  which  a  building  separated  to  this  use  alone  would  afford 

It  is  our  ultimate  aim  to  furnish  instruction  in  conservatory  work 
as  soon  as  the  proper  equipment  can  be  had.  We  cannot  now  claim  to 
excel  in  this  art,  though  it  would  be  an  injustice  to  our  splendid 
musical  faculty  to  give  the  impression  that  the  results  of  their  worK 
are  not  thoroughly  good,  as  far  as  facilities  permit  them  to  prose- 
cute it. 

The  year,  which  closes  with  the  end  of  this  month,  has  been  a 
successful  one.  The  number  of  boarding  students  has  almost  reached 
the  maximum  which  our  present  quarters  can  accommodate  comfort 
ably. 

Financially,  St.  Mary's  succeeds  to  the  extent  of  paving  fully  the 
running  expenses.  It  is  not  the  object  of  the  Institution  to  make 
money,  and  therefore  the  fees  are  placed  just  as  low  as  our  Board  of 
Trustees  feel  tney  can  be  placed,  without  imperilling  its  financial 
status. 

In  conclusion,  your  Trustees  most  heartily  commend  St  Mary's  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Diocese,  and  venture  to  express  the  hope  that 
the  Church  in  South  Carolina  will  take  firm  hold  upon  it.  with  the 
determined  purpose  of  building  it  up  as  our  Provincial  Institution  for 
Girls.

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Joyner,  Council  took  a  recess 
until  8  o'clock,  in  order  to  be  present  at  the  Memorial  Day 
exercises. 


8  o'clock  P.  M. 

Council  re-assembled,  with  Archdeacon  Joyner,  by  request 
of  the  Bishop,  in  the  chair. 

After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  being  absent,  the  reports  of  Archdeacons  were 
called  for. 

The  Archdeacon  of  the  Third  Missionary  District  made  his 
report. 

On  motion,  the  regular  order  of  business  was  resumed,  and 
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the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  presented  his  report. 
[See  Appendix  J  1.1 

The  Bishop  came  in  during  the  reading  of  the  report,  and 
took  the  chair. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  received. 

By  request  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Bishop  read  the 
list  of  apportionments  on  the  various  Parishes  and  Missions  for 
the  Board  of  Missions;  which,  after  sundry  changes  which 
were  deemed  advisable,  was  approved. 

Archdeacons  of  the  Second  and  Third  Missionary  Districts 
made  their  reports. 

Archdeacon  Joyner  read  his  report  on  the  Colored  Work 
in  the  Diocese.     [See  Appendix  VI.] 

Nominations  for  the  Board  of  Missions  being  in  order,  the 
following  nominations  wrere  made  : 

First  District — Rev.  J.  M.  Magruder  and  John  R. 
London. 

Second  District — Rev.  W.  E.  Evans,  D.  D.,  and  R.  I. 
Manning. 

Third  District— -Rev .  A.  T.  Porter.  D.  D.,  and  Walter 
Hazard. 

On  motion,  nominations  were  closed,  and  a  vote  taken  by 
acclamation,  resulting  in  the  election  of  the  nominees. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  offered  the  following  series  of  resolu- 
tions; which,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Evans,  were  referred  to 
the  Board  of  Missions  : 

Whereas,  It  is  evident  that  this  Church  is  not  making  that  progress 
in  bringing  souls  to  a  knowledge  of  our  blessed  Lord,  as  its  catholicity, 
antiquity,  history,  Scriptural  conformity,  its  Apostolic  Ministry,  its 
great  heritage  of  the  ages,  its  incomparable  Liturgy,  its  intelligence, 
and  financial  power,  and  social  influence,  all  would  seem  to  ensure  : 
It  becomes  us  with  all  seriousness,  and  humility,  to  examine  our 
record,  and  endeavor  to  discover,  if  there  are  not  deficiencies  in  our 
method  of  administration.  Without  one  reflection  upon  the  wisdom 
and  piety  of  our  forefathers,  without  the  slightest  impuning  the 
faithfulness  or  devotion  of  any  one  of  the  Clergy,  from  our  indefati- 
gable Bishop,  to  the  last  made  Deacon  or  Priest;  with  no  imputation 
upon  our  established  parochial  system ;  it  is  well  to  examine  and  see  if 
we  have  not  stayed  our  progress,  by  a  too  close  confinement  to  this 
one  simple  system.    Can  we  learn  nothing  from  the  amazing  progress 
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of  our  brethren  of  the  Methodist  Communion,  ani  in  a  measure  follow 
the  paths  they  have  so  successfully  travelled;  and  whereas,  as  one  part 
of  their  methods,  the  itineracy,  has  evidently  conduced  to  their  suc- 
cess,   Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Council,  there  should  be  in 
each  Convocation,  a  general  Missionary  employed  under  the  Bishop, 
and  as  nany  more  Missionaries  as  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  will  permit,  who  shall  be  free  from  all  parochial 
charge,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  go  continually,  from  place  to 
place,  wherever  there  is  no  settled  pastor;  ministering  to  congrega- 
tions and  Missions  where  there  are  no  services  held;  looking  up  the 
scattered  sheep,  who  have  no  shepherd;  seeking  out  places  where  the 
Church  is  not  known  ;  visiting  families,  and  holding  services  wherever 
possible;  coming  in  touch  with  the  people,  and  letting  them  know  this 
is  a  living  body,  which  has  that  to  give,  which  they  greatly  need. 

Resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Missions  is  directed  closely  to  scrutinize 
their  appropriations,  and  to  discontinue  in  every  instance,  appropria- 
tions to  Parishes  which  have  been  accustomed  to  look  to  them  for  the 
aid,  which,  by  effort  and  self  sacrifice,  they  can  afford  themselves. 

Resolved,  That  no  revolutionary  purpose  is  intended,  and  no  wish  to 
break  up  any  work,  to  establish  something  untried  and  new,  but  with 
confidence  in  the  judgment  and  discretion  leave  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions to  make  this  effort  effective. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  appeals  to  the  Clergy  to  take  into  serious 
consideration  their  fitness  for  such  ministrations,  believing  that  the 
ablest,  most  energetic,  self -consecrated  men  are  needed  for  the  work, 
to  which  we  believe  will  be  granted,  a  large  increase  in  the  Master's 
harvest. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  instructed  to  prepare  a 
special  appeal  to  be  addressed  to  each  Convocation,  for  special  funds 
to  be  appropriated  in  the  respective  Convocations,  for  the  support  of 
the  Missionary  or  Missionaries,  working  under  the  Bishop,  and  minis- 
tering in  their  jurisdiction,  and  that  an  effort  be  made  to  create  a 
special  fund  in  each  Convocation  to  meet  this  need. 

I  beg  to  offer  to  the  consideration  of  the  Council  a  few  statistics, 
which  will  be  the  basis  of  a  resolution  I  shall  offer,  and  which  I  hope 
will  meet  with  your  cordial  support. 

The  total  number  of  souls  in  this  Diocese,  as  reported  in  the  last 
Journal,  is  10,173.  The  number  of  communicants,  0,222.  Leaving 
3,951.  Of  these  Sunday  School  children,  4,200.  Baptism  of  infants, 
478.    Total,  4,738. 

So  these  two  items  of  n on- communicants  are  in  excess  of  those  other- 
wise reported,  787.  If  this  is  correct,  the  total  number  of  souls  should 
be  10,900  instead  of  10,222.  But  it  will  be  noted  this  leaves  not  one 
adult  who  is  not  a  communicant,  which  we  all  know  is  not  true.  In 
this  Diocese  there  is  reported  but  1,381  white  men,  3,080  female,  more 
than  twice  and  nearly  two-thirds  as  many  women  as  men.  But  there 
are  494  more  communicants  not  specified.  Taking  the  ratio  of  those 
reported  of  these  494,  one-third  may  be  supposed  to  be  men;  or  105 
men,  329  women,  and  this  would  make  the  total  number  of  men  1,440, 
and  of  women  3,709.  Only  1,440  men  who  have  confessed  allegiance 
to  Christ  in  this  Church,  only  3,709  of  the  blessed  women,  and  out  of 
a  population  of  425,000.  No  man  more  fully  realizes  our  duty  to  min- 
ister to  the  negro  race  among  us  than  myself,  and  I  am  thankful  for 
the  efficient  work  that  is  being  done,  and  wish  the  energetic  Arch- 
deacon could  be  reinforced  with  many  men  and  abundant  means. 

We  did  not  bring  these  people  here,  we  were  instrumental  in  getting 
them  placed  as  they  are ;  we  staked  all  on  the  sword,  and  the  results 
are  as  they  are — there  is  a  serious  responsibility  upon  us,  and  we  can-

not  avoid  it  or  shift  it,  by  being  interested  in  the  conversion  of  the 
Chinese,  or  Japanese,  or  Philipinoes.  I  do  not  ignore  them  from 
indifference,  but  my  purpose  is  to  set  before  you  the  state  of  the 
Church  among  the  whites. 

We  therefore  go  back  to  the  statistics. 

Total  number  of  white  souls,  9,267.  Unaccounted  for  as  the  reports 
show,  supposing  they  are  all  white,  738.  Total  number  of  white  souls, 
10,005.  Of  these,  white  communicants,  5,555.  A  little  more  than 
half,  leaving  4,450.  Now,  deduct  Sunday  School  children,  3,112; 
infants  baptized,  355;  total,  3,467.  Leaving  men  and  women  not  in 
the  communion,  983,  as  the  total  number  of  persons  for  the  62  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese  to  bring  into  the  communion  of  the  Church,  less  than 
16  each.  If  by  God's  grace  and  blessing,  in  their  ministrations,  every 
one  of  these  could  be  brought  to  a  sense  of  their  need,  it  would  swell 
the  number  of  communicants,  but  it  would  not  add  to  the  number  of 
souls.  The  net  gain  in  communicants  from  1898  to  1899  was  132.  Yet 
there  were  340  confirmed.  The  number  of  communicants  added  was 
538.  Supposing  the  340  were,  as  they  should  be,  all  communicants, 
198  came  in  some  other  way — 406  were  lost  by  death  or  removal,  for 
no  ex-communications  were  reported.  So,  as  I  have  shown,  132  was 
the  net  gain  on  the  communion  list.  The  average  to  the  62  Clergy  of 
the  538  additions  not  quite  10 — of  the  confirmations  nearly  6  to  each 
Clergyman.  To  my  mind  the  first  deduction  from  this  review  is  the 
utter  inaccuracy  of  parochial  reports,  for  these  reports  show  in  aggre- 
gating the  items  that  the  reports  have  shown  absolutely  787  more  than 
the  total  number  of  souls  which  they  claim.  I  was  the  Rector  of  a 
Church  forty -four  years,  and  I  know  full  well  what  extremely 
troublesome  things  these  reports  are,  but  1  did  not  spend  moments  on 
them,  or  even  hours.  It  took  me  several  days  of  careful  study,  com- 
parison and  verification  to  get  the  report  as  nearly  exact  as  I  could. 
They  can't  be  made  up  in  a  hurry  on  the  very  day  of  Convention 
meeting.  Will  you  permit  this  veteran  to  suggest  to  you,  my  brother 
Clergymen,  and  especially  the  young  men,  so  many  of  whom,  God  be 
praised,  are  now  in  the  ranks,  there  is  scarcely  a  more  important 
duty  you  have  to  do  than  to  keep  carefully  your  Parish  Register,  and 
to  give  time  and  thought  to  present  a  careful,  accurate  report  to  your 
Bishop?  In  no  other  way  can  a  correct  knowledge  of  the  actual  condi- 
tion of  the  Diocese  be  procurea. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  having  presented  these  statistics  as  we  have 
them,  I  come  to  the  preamble  and  resolutions  I  have  offered. 


Council  adjourned,  after  prayer  by  the  Bishop,  to  meet 
to-morrow.

Friday,  11.20  A.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bislnyp  at  11.20  A.  M. 

Minutes  of  previous  day's  sessions  read,  and  adopted. 

Report  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  was  submitted  by  Mr. 
John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  On  motion, 
it  was  received  and  ordered  printed.     [See  Appendix  IV.'] 

The  chair  stated  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  the  election 
of  Standing  Committee. 

The  Standing  Committee  as  now  constituted  was  re-nomi- 
nated. Mr.  Parker  begged  to  withdraw  his  name,  and  Mr. 
R  W.  Shand  was  nominated  in  his  place. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  McCrady  that  the  President  cast  the 
ballot  for  the  Standing  Committee  as  now  constituted,  with 
this  change. 

Motion  carried,  and  the  President  cast  the  ballot  as 
requested . 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  this  election  be  reconsidered. 

On  motion,  the  President  cast  the  ballot  of  Council  for  the 
Standing  Committee  as  now  constituted. 

Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  made  its  report, 
which  was,  on  motion,  received  and  ordered  printed,  as 
follows  : 


COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH,  1900. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  given  such  examination  as  was  practicable  to  the  Parochial 
Reports  submitted  to  them;  but  feel  constrained  to  suggest  that  it  is 
impossible  for  the  committee  to  properly  digest  the  statistics  of  the 
Church  unless  the  brethren  were  more  punctual  in  sending  in  their 
reports.    The  Canon  authorizing  this  committee,  says : 

"At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  the  Parochial 
Reports,  and  all  other  reports  made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of 
any  Canon.  From  these  materials  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mittee to  prepare  a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Church 
i  n  the  Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  impor- 
tant to  its  future  progress  and  welfare." 

Manifestly  this  important  duty  cannot  be  performed  unless  the 
materials  are  furnished  the  committee  at  the  proper  time. 
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Our  view  of  the  returns  discloses  a  falling  off  of  both  in  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  offerings,  and  in  the  number  of  persons  confirmed — 
410  against  428  the  previous  year.  Total  amount  expended  last  year 
being  $85,850.20  against  887,277.06  the  previous  year.  We  are  thank- 
ful, however,  to  note  per  contra,  ihat  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  came  this  year  to  the  Council  with  a  cash  balance  in  favor  of 
the  Board  of  over  850.00. 

The  address  of  the  Bishop  reports  that  he  had  visited  one  hundred 
and  fourteen  of  the  one  hundred  and  thirty  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations  of  the  Diocese,  having  also  visited  a  number  of  those  left  out 
a  short  time  previous  to  the  beginning  of  the  Counciliar  Year,  a  fact 
which  goes  to  show  that  our  Diocesan  has  suffered  no  abatement  of 
physical  and  mental  vigor,  and  is  quite  equal  to  the  administration  of 
the  Diocese  as  at  present  constituted. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  many  evidences  of  zealous,  earnest  work, 
and  of  spiritual  life  and  progress.  We  cannot  give  complete  details, 
all  of  which  appear  elsewhere,  but  especially  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  in  some  quarters  the  Church  is  reaching  out  to  minister  to  those 
for  the  most  part  destitute  of  the  means  of  grace,  such  as  the  rural 
population  of  the  pinelands,  and  the  operatives  in  mills  and  factories ; 
and  in  this  connection  we  invite  attention  to.  and  would  bespeak  a 
favorable  and  prayerful  consideration  of  the  resolutions  brought 
before  the  Council  by  the  venerable  Archdeacon  of  the  Third  Mis- 
sionary District,  in  which  he  urges  with  such  convincing  force  the 
opportunity  and  duty  of  aggressive  evangelization. 

We  are  pleased  further  to  note,  as  an  apparent  Providential  provision, 
for  those  awakened  impulses  of  faith  and  zeal,  the  addition  in  the 
last  year  to  the  working  force  of  Clergy,  of  three  Presbyters 
and  six  Deacons,  while  there  are  ten  candidates  for  orders,  and  two 
postulants  in  due  time  to  be  mustered  in. 

The  Archdeacon  to  whom  is  committed  the  care  of  the  colored 
people  of  the  Diocese,  reports  that  his  important  work  was  never  in  a 
condition  to  give  more  encouragement,  in  which  we  are  sure  nil  his 
brethren  rejoice  with  him. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  Porter  Military  Academy  continues 
to  hold  its  own,  and  has  made  a  start  in  providing  an  endowment,  and 
that  the  step  taken  by  the  Council  last  year,  in  accepting  a  joint 
interest  in  St.  Mary's  School  for  G-his,  promises  so  well  for  the  future 
to  all  concerned. 

Upon  the  whole,  therefore,  the  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  we 
have  abundant  cause  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  offered 
by  Dr.  Porter  with  reference  to  memorializing  the  General  Assembly 
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for  the  passage  of  a  bill  changing  the  composition  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  same,  and  recommend  that 
the  accompanying  substitute  be  adopted.

SUBSTITUTE. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  this  Church,  constituting  under  au  Act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
approved  February  20th.  1880,  Trustees  with  certain  powers,  are 
hereby  requested  to  memorialize  the  General  Assembly  for  the  passage 
of  an  Act  relieving  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee from  the  duties  devolved  upon  them  by  the  Act  first  herein- 
above mentioned,  and  providing  for  the  substitution  in  their  places  of 
a  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  known  as  "The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina, "  to  be  elected  at  such  time  or 
times,  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  such  Canon  or 
Canons  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  adopted ;  such  Trustees  to  be 
invested  with  such  powers  and  duties  as  are  now  devolved  by  the  said 
Act  upon  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  that  the  Bishop 
and  Standing  Committee,  with  the  aid  of  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese,  be  requested  to  frame  such  a  bill  as  may  be  necessary  to 
effect  the  purposes  of  this  resolution,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
presented  to  the  General  Assembly,  in  connection  with  the  memorial 
aforesaid. 

On  motion,  Council  took  a  recess  of  five  minutes. 

Council  re-assembled  at  the  appointed  time,  the  election 
of  a  Standing  Committee  was  again  reconsidered,  and  nomi- 
nations  were  made  for  members  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
Mr.  Shand  begged  to  withdraw  his  name. 

Rev.  Messrs.  Brown  and  Mitchell  were  appointed  Tellers 
for  the  Clergy  vote,  and  Messrs.  Lowndes  and  Bentz,  Tellers 
for  the  Lay  vote. 

An  election  for  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  was 
ordered. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bratton  offered  the  following  resolution  with 
reference  to  certain  trust  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  : 


"Resolved,  That  while  the  Council  does  not  presume  to  instruct  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as  to  the  use  of  funds  of  which  he  is  sole 
Trustee  it  would  be  most  gratifying  to  us,  should  the  conditions  of  the 
gift  permit,  if  the  Weston  Fund  could  be  used  in  the  interest  of  St. 
Mary's  School,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  either  by  loaning  the  fund  to  tnat 
institution,  or  by  using  its  increment  for  scholarship  purposes  in  the 
school,  in  the  interest  of  such  girls  in  this  Diocese  as  the  Bishop  may 
find  in  need  of  such  assistance." 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Joyner  moved  to  amend  the  above  resolu- 
tion, by  the  addition  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

''Resolved,  That  this  Diocese  is  fortunate  to  have  access  for  its  daugh- 
ters to  a  school  so  well  equipped,  and  yet  so  inexpensive,  as  is  St. 
Mary's,  Raleigh. 

Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  to  this  Council,  Clergy  and  Laity  be 
exhorted  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  patronize,  make  known,  and  recom- 
mend this,  our  most  excellent  Diocesan  School  for  Girls." 

The  amendment  being  accepted  by  Mr.  Bratton,  was  made 
a  part  of  the  original  resolution,  and,  on  motion,  the  entire 
series  of  resolutions  was  adopted. 

The  Tellers  for  Clerical  vote  for  Standing  Committee 
reported  that  the  following  members  had  been  elected  :  Rev. 
A.  T.  Porter.  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
John  Kershaw,  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  and  Messrs.  Edward 
McCrady,  F.  L.  Frost,  M.  D.,  II.  P.  Archer,  R.  I.  Man- 
ning, and  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr. 

The  Tellers  on  the  vote  of  the  Deputies  reported  that  the 
following  members  had  been  elected  by  the  Deputies  :  Rev. 
A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
John  Kershaw,  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  and  Messrs.  F.  L. 
Frost,  M.  D.,  H.  P.  Archer,  R.  I.  Manning,  J.  P. 
Thomas,  Jr.,  Edward  McCrady. 

The  Rev.  Messrs  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  and  John  John- 
son, D.  D.  Rev.  Messrs.  John  Kershaw  and  W.  B.  Gordon 
and  Messrs.  F.  L.  Frost,  M.  D.,  H.  P.  Archer,  Edward 
McCrady,  R.  I.  Manning  and  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  were 
declared  duly  elected,  and  an  election  ordered  for  one 
remaining  Clerical  member  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Bishop's  Agent  for  the  St.  Luke's 
Brotherhood  w^as  read  and  received,  as  follows  : 

ST.  LUKE'S  BROTHERHOOD  FOR  THE  INCREASE  OF  THE 

MINISTRY. 

The  Council  in  session  at  Anderson  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  be  requested  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $500  towards  the  support  of  Theological  Students  at  Sewa- 
nee;  and,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  resolution,  that  the  Council  request 
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the  Bishop  to  appoint  a  Clergyman  or  Layman  as  his  agent,  to  repre 
sent  him  in  the  carrying  out  of  this  resolution. " 

It  was  then  understood  that  the  method  employed  to  secure  this 
money  should  he  that  used  with  such  success  hy  the  St.  Luke's  Brother- 
hood for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry  at  Sewanee. 

The  South  Carolina  Branch  was  instituted  the  following  Fall. 

The  method  is  a  simple  binding  together  of  contributors  from  all 
parts  of  the  Diocese  by  annual  contributions  or  subscriptions  to  a  com- 
mon fund.  Thus  far  the  amount  expected  annually  is  only  $112. 
There  must  be  a  larger  response,  in  order  to  reach  the  standard  which 
the  Church  Council  has  set, 

When  the  St.  Luke's  Brotherhood  secures  $500  in  subscriptions,  it 
will  have  the  advantage  of  being  an  annual  expectancy.  Added  to  the 
income  of  vested  funds  held  by  the  Advancement  Society  in  trust,  it 
would  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  theological  education  on 
the  Diocese. 

The  laity  need  to  have  brought  before  them  the  necessity  for  larger 
funds  to  support  the  Theological  Students  at  Sewanee. 

This  Diocese  gives  $500  annually  towards  the  support  of  the  Faculty 
of  the  St.  Luke's  Seminary,  and  yet  it  happens  that  inability  to  give 
living  expenses  to  our  students  at  Sewanee  prevents  them  from  receiv- 
ing the  instruction  that  has  been  provided.  It  has  been  most  fortu- 
nate for  the  Diocese  that  thorough  equipment  and  sufficient  support 
have  been  given  these  men  by  other  Seminaries,  notably,  Alexandria, 
Va.,  and  the  General  Seminary,  N.  Y. 

Yet  it  is  the  settled  policy  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  to  sustain 
the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  University  of  the  South,  both  by 
bearing  part  with  the  other  Southern  Dioceses  in  the  support  of  the 
Faculty,  and  by  providing  students,  supporting  them  hy  scholarships, 
if  necessary. 

Add  to  this  the  fact  that  Sewanee  for  this  Diocese  is  the  successor  to 
the  old  Diocesan  Seminary  at  Camden,  and  surely  we  should  feel  the 
weight  of  this  business  upon  us. 

Let  us  rally  to  the  support  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Luke,  so  that 
the  men  who  need  help  can  find  it,  and  find  it  where  the  Church,  in 
her  official  institution,  has  provided  for  their  training.  It  is  simply  a 
matter  of  loyalty  to  the  authorized  Seminary.

They  also  recommend  that  the  manifest  typo- 
graphical error,  to  which  he  called  attention  in  Canon  VIII,  Section  3, 
be  corrected,  by  substituting  in  said  Section,  III  for  VIII,  in  the 
fourth  line  from'the  end,  so  that  it  will  read:  "which  are  by  Article 
III  of  the  Constitution  debarred  from  voting,  etc."

The  report  of  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  was  read  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Wilson;  and,  on  motion,  was  received  and  ordered 
printed,  as  follows  : 


CHURCH  HOME— REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE— 1900. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Church  Home  beg  leave  to  present 
this,  their  Annual  Report. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop,  a  change  has  been 
made  in  the  By-Laws,  by  which  the  Anniversary  Meeting  will  be  held 
hereafter  on  St.  Philip's  and  St.  James'  Day,  May  1st,  instead  of  St. 
Barnabas'  Day,  June  11th,  as  heretofore.  The  object  of  this  change 
is  to  close  the  official  year  of  the  institution  immediately  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  in  order  that  the  reports  of 
the  Church  Home  may  take  their  place  with  those  of  other  Diocesan 
Institutions  in  the  Bishop's  Address,  and  so  become  better  known  to 
the  Diocese  at  large. 

The  committee  would  report  with  grateful  saiisf action  that  the 
legacy  of  $5,000.00  bequeathed  to  the  Church  Home  by  the  late 
William  McBurney,  has  been  realized,  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer.  The  legal  expenses,  including  lawyers'  fees,  having  all 
been  assumed  by  the  executors  of  the  estate,  the  amount  has  been  paid 
in  full,  together  with  $375.00  interest,  and  is  now  an  important  part  of 
the  assets  of  the  Society.  The  details  will  be  found  in  the  Treasurer's 
report.  A  donation  has  been  accepted  from  Mrs.  Mary  Cowles,  to  be 
paid  in  instalments  until  amounting  to  $50.00,  to  be  known  as  the 
Mary  Louise  Cowles  Memorial  Fund ;  the  interest  to  be  used  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Orphanage  Department.  Committees  have  been 
appointed  on  reduction  of  the  mortgage  on  Orphanage  Building,  and 
on  building  and  site  for  permanent  establishment  of  the  institution. 
There  is  now  in  hand  towards  the  former  purpose  about  $360.00,  which 
should  be  applied  at  an  early  date.    The  latter  committee  is  charged 
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with  examining  into  the  advisability  of  selling  or  retaining  out  present 
property,  of  altering  and  adding  by  purchase  to  our  present  buildings 
and  grounds,  or  erecting  new  ones  in  a  different  location;  and  in 
short,  of  reporting  upon  everything  connected  with  our  permanent 
establishment. 

The  Laurens  Street  Department .  The  property  there  located  is  still 
offered  for  sale,  the  buildings  being  kept  in  repair  at  a  considerable 
expense.  There  are  at  present  but  six  inmates,  not  because  of  any 
diminished  necessity  for  that  special  branch  of  our  work,  but  because 
your  committee  has  deemed  it  wise  to  grant  no  admissions  until  our 
permanent  arrangements  shall  be  completed.  We  are  purposed  to  sell 
the  property  at  the  first  advantageous  opportunity,  and  as  we  are 
bound  to  provide  for  the  occupants  at  the  time  of  such  sale,  until 
permanent  quarters  shall  be  secured,  we  cannot  assume  any  additional 
expense  or  responsibility.  In  the  meantime  the  care  of  the  property 
and  the  welfare  of  its  occupants  have  been  faithfully  looked  after  bv 
the  Matron,  Miss  Dismukes,  to  whom  a  nominal  salary  has  been  j)aid. 
So  long  as  the  present  status  continues,  such  responsible  personal 
oversight  is  a  necessity.  To  the  zealous  interest  of  Mrs.  Jeffords,  and 
of  the  ladies  of  the  General  Committee,  and  of  the  Grace  Church 
Relief  Association  and  Circle,  we  are  indebted  to  many  comforts 
supplied  to  our  wards  in  that  department  of  our  work. 

The  Orphanage  Department.  Your  committee  has  nothing  special  to 
report  in  connection  with  this  portion  of  the  work,  all  details  being 
covered  by  the  reports  of  the  Matron  and  Treasurer.  The  admission 
of  five  children  against  the  loss  of  one  by  withdrawal,  and  two  by 
death,  shows  a  steady  increase  in  our  responsibility;  and  the  small 
mortality,  both  the  deceased  being  infants,  is  an  evidence  of  the  good 
sanitary  condition  of  the  premises,  and  the  health-promoting  character 
of  the  management.  The  committee  has,  as  usual,  found  no  cause 
for  interference  in  the  domestic  economy  and  educational  conduct  of 
the  Orphanage,  and  it  gives  them,  individually  as  officially,  great 
pleasure  to  bear  this  high  testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Matron. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  her,  to  her  faithful  co-adjutor,  Mrs.  Schirmer, 
and  to  Miss  Neufville,  for  their  devoted  and  self-sacrificing  work, 
which  has  made  our  responsible  task  a  possibility. 

We  desire  also  to  recognize  most  gratefully  the  active  and  substan- 
tial interest  of  the  ladies  of  the  Church  Orpranage  Association,  of  the 
Ascension  Guild  of  St.  Michael's,  and  of  the  liberal  donors  of  personal 
service  and  substantial  contributions  who  have  helped  us  in  our  work. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  made  his  report;  which  was, 
on  motion,  adopted  and  ordered  printed,  as  follows  : 

The  Registrar  begs  leave  to  report  thai  Journals  of  the  various 
Dioceses  in  the  United  States  have  been  received,  and  filed  amongst 
the  Records. 

The  Journals  of  the  Councils  of  this  Diocese  for  1895,  1896,  1897, 
1898  and  1899  have  been  bound  in  one  vol  Lime,  and  placed  with  the 
Journals  of  preceding  years. 

I  ask  to  submit  the  following  to  the  members  of  this  Council  for 
consideration 

As  we  all  know,  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  since  the 
publication  of  Dr.  Dalcho's  History  in  1820,  is  sadly  deficient.  With 
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the  object  of  collecting  data  which  some  day  will  prove  valuable,  I 
would  ask  each  Rector  in  the  Diocese,  or  some  member  of  bis  Parish, 
to  furnish  the  Registrar  with  an  historical  sketch,  however  brief,  of 
every  Parish. 

These  will  be  recorded  and  preserved  until  such  time  as  they  may 
be  needed  to  compile  a  later  History  of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina, 
or  for  reference  from  time  to  time.  I  believe  this  plan  will  commend 
itself,  and  the  Registrar  asks  the  co-operation  of  our  Clergymen  and 
Laymen  in  carrying  out  the  same. 

Further,  I  would  suggest  that  it  seems  highly  proper  that  Registrar 
should  keep  a  record  of  all  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and 
deaths  in  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese. 

So  many  Parish  Registers  have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  through  acci- 
dent in  the  past,  that  by  this  means  a  duplicate  record  could  be 
preserved.  If  each  Rector  would  furnish  the  Registrar  with  a  copy  of 
his  Parish  Register,  from  May  to  May  of  each  year,  these  would  be 
recorded  in  a  volume  kept  for  that  purpose.

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  offered  a  sup- 
plementary report,  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred 
resolution  touching  the  word  "send"  in  the  Constitution,  Article  III, 
Section  7,  in  the  third  line,  respectfully  recommend  that  the  words 
"to  send  "  in  said  line  be  stricken  out;  and  the  word  "elect  "  be  sub- 
stituted therefor.  So  that  it  will  read :  for  three  successive  years  to 
elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  elect  Deputies  to  the  Council,  etc.

The  report  was,  on  motion,  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote, 
and  the  amendment  goes  over  until  the  next  meeting  for 
final  action. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  was 
taken  up,  and  the  first  question  under  discussion  was  the 
amendment  to  Canon  VI  to  strike  out  the  word  "male"  in 
the  proviso.    (See  Journal  1899,  pp.  43  and  44.) 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  moved  to  postpone  the  discus- 
sion of  the  question. 

Mr.  Edward  McCrady  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  his  point 
being  that  the  question  was  not  before  the  Council,  inasmuch 
as  there  had  been  a  failure  to  record  the  nam.es  of  Clergy  and 
Lay  Deputies  voting  "aye"  and  "no"  on  this  question, 
when  the  vote  was  taken  in  the  Council  of  1899. 

The  chair  ruled  that  the  point  was  well  taken. 
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Mr.  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  moved  that  the  Secretary  be 
instructed  to  amend  his  Minutes,  by  the  insertion  of  the 
names  of  those  voting  "aye"  and  "no." 

Rev.  Mr.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  moved  to  lay  this  motion  on 
the  table.  Motion  carried  by  a  vote  of  26  affirmatively,  and 
16  negatively. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Thomas  asked  the  ruling  of  the  chair  as  to 
whether  this  question  would  come  before  the  Council  at  its 
next  session  in  its  present  form,  or  whether  it  would  have  to 
be  brought  up  as  new  matter. 

The  Bishop  ruled  that  it  would  have  to  come  up  again  as 
new  matter. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the 
chair. 

On  a  vote  being  taken  on  this  appeal,  the  decision  of  the 
chair  was  sustained  by  a  vote  of  40  to  22. 

The  Council  was  invited  to  meet  in  1901  in  Camden, 
Georgetown,  Florence,  Greenville  and  Summerville. 

After  discussion  it  was  decided  that  when  Council  adjourn, 
it  adjourn  to  meet  in  Christ  Church,  Greenville. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  II .  P.  Green,  that  Council  meet  in 
1901,  on  the  ^second  Tuesday  in  May.  Motion  carried 
unanimously. 

The  Rev.  W.  T.  Capers  offered* the  following  resolution, 
which  was,  on  motion,  unanimously  carried  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Council  be,  and  hereby  are, 
extended  to  the  Rector  and  his  noble  Parish,  and  the  generous  citizens 
of  Aiken,  for  the  hospitality  and  good  welcome  extended  to  the 
Council." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Brattou  announced  his  resignation  as  Trustee 
of  the  Porter  Military  Academy,  on  account  of  his  removal  to 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  nominated  the  Rev  James  M.  Magruder 
in  his  stead.    Mr.  Magruder  was  elected. 

*Subseyuent  to  the  meeting  of  Council,  the  date  for  meeting  of  Coun- 
cil in  1901  was  changed,  by  authority  and  direction  of  the  Bishop,  to 
the  first  Tuesday  in  May.  J.  Gr.  GLASS, 

Secretary. 
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Consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business  was  resumed. 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  with  reference 
to  Lay  Representatives  from  Organized  Missions  (Vide  Jour- 
nal of  Council,  1899,  pp.  44  and  45.)  was,  on  motion,  carried 
by  the  unanimous  vote  of  Council. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bratton  nominated  in  his  stead,  as  Trustee 
of  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh,  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Barnwell  was  elected. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  presented 
their  report;  which  was,  on  motion,  received  as  follows  : 

Your  Trustees  beg  to  report  that  they  were  represented  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Sewanee,  by  only  the  Clerica 
Trustees  from  this  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was  stopped  on  his  way  to  the  meeting  by 
news  of  deep  affliction  in  his  family,  and  the  Board  sent  its  loving 
greetings  to  him — regretting,  not  alone  his  always  welcome  presence, 
but  also  deploring  most  of  all  the  cause  of  his  absence. 

The  past  year  in  the  history  of  the  University  has  been  one  of  excep- 
tionally encouraging  results,  looked  at  from  a  material,  intellectual  or 
spiritual  standpoint. 

The  Lent  Term  of  the  University  of  the  South  opened  March  15th. 
The  weather  was  most  disagreeable,  but  the  opening  service  in  St. 
Augustine's  Chapel  was  most  interesting  and  cheerful.  The  Chaplain 
of  the  University  made  the  opening  address,  and  brief  talks  and 
announcements  were  made  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Deans  of 
the  several  departments.  The  total  number  of  the  students  is  greater 
than  ever  before,  although  the  most  marked  increase  is  in  the  Gram- 
mar School  Department. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  students  in  all  departments 
registered  four  hundred  and  forty-four,  the  largest  number  for  any  one 
year  in  the  ;history  of  the  University.  The  literary  activity  on  the 
part  of  the*  Professors,  as  manifested  by  their  publications,  was  also 
greater  than  ever  before. 

There  were  many  signs  of  material  progress.  The  Hoffman  Memo- 
rial Hall,  a  handsome  stone  building,  costing  about  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  was  completed  last  May,  and  was  at  once  occupied  as  a 
Dormitory  by  the  Junior  Students  of  the  University.  The  University 
Supply  Store,  a  substantial  stone  structure,  was  completed  last 
August;  and  the  second  floor  of  this  building  is  occupied  by  the 
E.  Q.  B.  Club,  which  is  composed  of  the  Professors  and  residents  of 
the  University  community.  The  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary,  a 
handsome  stone  structure,  costing  about  twenty  thousand  dollars,  the 
corner  stone  of  which  was  laid  last  fall,  is  now  nearing  completion,  and 
will  be  ready  for  occupation  June  the  1st. 

During  the  past  winter,  Mr.  George  W.  Quintard,  of  New  York 
City,  gave  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  Grammar  School 
Dormitory,  which  will  be  a  memorial  to  his  brother,  the  late  Bishop 
Quintard  The  plans  for  this  building  have  just  been  received,  and 
work  has  already  been  begun.  It  is  expected  that  the  building  will 
be  ready  for  occupation  at  the  opening  of  the  Lent  Term,  1901. 
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"'The  Rev.  George  William  Douglas,  D.  D.,  of  New  York  City,  has 
presented  the  University  with  a  tower  clock  and  peal  of  hells,  which 
have  already  been  placed  in  the  Breslin  Tower.  Dr.  Douglas  has 
manifested  considerable  interest  in  the  University.  He  was  the 
preacher  of  the  Commencement  Sermon  last  August,  and  he  has  con- 
sented to  give  a  course  of  lectures  before  the  Theological  Students  in 
June. 

Mrs.  Hodgson,  the  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  Telfair  Hodgson,  D.  D., 
a  former  Vice-Chancellor  and  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department, 
will  begin  the  erection  of  a  Memorial  Chapel  at  an  early  date.  The 
Chapel  will  be  built  in  connection  with  St.  Luke's  Theological  Hall 

We  were  all  much  gratified  that  the  Chaplain  of  the  University,  the 
Rev.  William  A.  Guerry,  B.  D. ,  declined  during  the  past  winter  calls 
to  Grace  Church,  Charleston;  St.  Paul's,  Richmond;  Calvary,  Pitts- 
burg; and  St.  Luke's,  Atlanta;  and  has  resolved  to  continue  his  most 
acceptable  services  to  the  University. 

Professor  William  P.  Trent,  Professor  of  English  and  Dean  of  the 
Academic  Department,  has  resigned,  to  accept  a  Chair  of  English  in 
Columbia  University,  New  Yoik.  Professor  Trent  has  done  as  much 
perhaps  as  any  other  man  to  establish  for  Sewanee  a  reputation  in 
Literature  throughout  the  land.  It  will  be  difficult  to  find  a  man  better 
fitted  intellectually  to  fill  his  place,  as  Professor  of  English  Literature 
and  History. 

The  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department  reports  that  this  depart- 
ment is  in  better  internal  condition  than  he  has  ever  known  it  before.

Bishop's  Address. 


Brethren,  Beloved  in  the  Lord : 

With  unfeigned  pleasure  I  greet  you  at  the  opening  of  the  One  Hun- 
dred and  Tenth  Meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina. 

As  the  years  come  and  go,  Dear  Brethren,  they  give  more  and  more 
impressiveness  to  these  Annual  Councils  of  our  Diocese.  Each  suc- 
ceeding Council  holds  us  all  to  a  larger  responsibility,  represents  an 
increasing  field  of  duty  and  sacrifice,  and  makes  our  presence  in  Coun- 
cil the  visible  expression  of  a  larger,  and  a  more  influential  unity. 
Unity  in  the  work  with  which  God  has  charged  us  as  members  and 
officers  of  His  Church,  in  this  portion  of  the  mighty  Kingdom  of  our 
Risen,  Ascended,  and  Reigning  Lord ! 

This  fact,  of  itself,  gives  a  sacred  dignity  and  an  inspiring  impres- 
siveness to  each  succeeding  Council.  We  are  not  here,  Beloved,  only 
to  transact  1he  business  of  the  Church,  to  render  an  account  of  what 
we  have  done,  and  what  we  have  left  undone,  as  Pastors  and  Repre- 
sentatives of  our  respective  Parishes  and  Missions. 

Our  Council  stands  for  the  Oneness  of  all  we  have  done,  and  all  we 
are  doing ! 

For  the  unity  of  our  labors ! 

For  the  corporateness  of  the  Diocese !  We  are  not  mere  representa- 
tives of  little  fractions  of  a  great  whole,  but  exponents  of  the  true 
relation  of  each  and  every  fraction,  to  the  great  whole — not  only  mem- 
bers, but  members  of  a  body — an  organic,  living,  moving,  toiling,  sacri- 
ficing body,  with  many  members,  and  the  members  all  working  in  the 
unity  of  the  divinely  planned  and  organized  body — and  for  the  one  and 
only  purpose  of  executing,  doing,  fidfilling  the  mind,  the  will,  the 
grace  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Body — our  only  Lord  and  Master, 
Jesus  Christ. 

We  are  first  of  all,  Brethren,  members,  by  the  grace  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church— then  members  of  a  branch 
of  the  Great  Body,  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States;  then  members  of  one  of  her  Dioceses;  and  then,  b}  the  provi- 
dence of  God,  members  of  some  one  of  the  many  Parishes  or  Missions 
of  our  Diocese.  If  this  were  not  true,  then  St.  Paul  had  never  written : 
"There  is  one  Lord,one  Faith,  one  Baptism,  one  Body,"  into  which  we 
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are  all  baptized  by  one  Spirit.  We  are  members,  one  of  another! 
When  one  member  suffers,  all  the  members  suffer !  In  this  mighty 
unity.  I  greet  you,  Beloved,  as  members,  in  particular,  of  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina,  assembled  in  this  beautiful  city,  and  in  this  faithful 
Parish,  to  promote  the  prosperity  and  progress  of  the  Body  of  Christ. 

By  our  General  Canon  Law,  it  is  made  my  duty  to  lay  before  you 
my  official  acts  for  the  year  past,  and  to  state  the  affairs  of  the  B;iocese, 
as  they  have  come  under  my  observation.  As  my  custom  is,  I  have 
mainly  confined  myself  to  these  heads  in  this  address. 

I  proceed  to  lay  before  you  "the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council."

SERVICES  OUTSIDE  THE  DIOCESE. 

In  October  last,  I  attended  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Missionary  Council  of  the  Church,  and  at  the  same  time  and  place 
a  session  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

I  wish  to  call  particular  attention  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Missionary  Council 

One  of  my  lay  brethren  recently  asked  me,  "What  is  the  Missionary 
Council  ? "    I  will  repeat  my  answer  here. 

"  The  Missionary  Council  is  created  by  Canon  Law.  Canon  7,  Title 
' '  III,  enacts  the  Constitution  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
44  Society  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States.  Article  IV  of  the  Con- 
"stitution  reads  as  follows:  'There  shall  be  a  Missionary  Council  of 
"  this  Church.  It  shall  combine  all  the  Bishops  of  the  Church,  all  the 
"members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  such  other  Clergymen  or  Lay- 
' '  men  as  may  be  selected  by  the  General  Convention  ****** 
"and  in  addition  thereto,  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  from  each 
"  Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Conven- 
"tion.  Council  or  Convocation  of  such  Diocese  *  *  *  said  Pres- 
"  byter  and  said  Layman  to  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  a 
"  successor  is  appointed.  This  Council  so  formed  shall  meet  annually 
"*  *  *  *  *  *  Said  Council  shall  be  competent  to  consider  the 
"  Missionary  Work  of  the  Church  *  *  to  make  recommendations  to 
"the  Board  of  Managers,  and  to  increase  interest  in  the  Board  of 
' '  Missions. '  ' ' 

This  annual  gathering  of  representative  men,  to  promote  the  Mis- 
sionary spirit,  and  to  stimulate  the  zeal  and  interest  of  our  Dioceses 
in  the  spread  of  God's  Kingdom  among  men,  is  of  the  greatest  impor- 
tance, Brethren,  and  the  Presbyters  and  Laymen  elected  to  represent 
the  Diocese  in  this  great  Missionary  Council,  should  be  selected  for 
their  well  known  missionary  zeal,  and  the  reasonable  certainty  of 
their  attending  the  Council.  The  Presbyter  and  Laymen  elected  at 
your  last  session,  I  am  glad  to  report,  were  both  in  faithful  attendance 
at  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

On  my  way  back  from  St.  Louis,  I  spent  the  Sunday  in  Atlanta,  and 
preached  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  by  request. 

From  the  fifteenth  to  the  twentieth  of  November  last,  inclusive, 
I  was  in  attendance  upon  a  Special  Commission  of  the  House  of 
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Bishops.  The  Commission  was  composed  of  the  Bishops  of  West 
Virginia,  South  Virginia  and  South  Carolina. 

Being  in  Montgomery,  Alabama,  upon  this  duty,  on  Sunday,  I 
preached  morning,  afternoon  and  night. 

On  April  19th  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Bishops  in  New  York, 
called  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  19,  Title  J,  to  receive  and  con- 
sider the  resignation  of  his  jurisdiction,  made  by  the  late  Right  Rev. 
H  M.  Jackson,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Alabama.  On  my  way  home  I  spent 
the  Sunday  in  Farmville,  Va.,  with  my  son,  and  by  his  request, 
preached  morning  and  night  in  St.  John's  Memorial  Church ;  and  in 
the  afternoon,  upon  the  invitation  of  the  President,  in  the  Chapel  of 
the  State  Normal  College  for  Women. 

I  have  but  just  returned  from  the  burial  of  Bishop  Jackson,  officially 
at  his  funeral,  in  Eufaula,  Alabama,  by  request  of  the  family,  on  Sun- 
day last.

When  these  young  brethren  are  ordained,  I  will  be,,  happily,  able 
to  fill  every  vacant  place  in  the  Diocese.    I  have  been  waiting  for 
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them,  assured  that  I  could  not  better  promote  the  welfare  of  the 
vacant  Parishes  and  Missions  than  by  sending  to  them  a  son  of  the 
Diocese,  equipped  in  one  of  the  Schools  of  the  Prophets,  and  trained 
in  the  spirit  and  feeling  of  our  people,  to  minister  to  them  in  Holy 
Things.  Since  my  Episcopate  began,  in  July,  1893,  I  have  ordained 
fourteen  of  our  young  men  to  the  Ministry.  Of  this  number  one,  the 
lamented  Lee,  finished  his  brief  service,  which  gave  brilliant  promise, 
in  the  short  space  of  two  years.  The  Lord  called  him  suddenly,  in  a 
flash  of  light,  and  like  the  gallant  young  Knight  of  the  Cross  he  was, 
he  fell  with  his  armor  on.  Being  dead,  he  yet  speaks  to  us,  in  the 
volume  of  admirable  sermons  he  has  left  for  our  instruction.  Two 
others  of  the  fourteen  are  serving  the  Church  in  other  Dioceses,  and 
eleven  are  faithfully  at  work  in  South  Carolina. 

"I  have  no  greater  joy,"  says  St.  John,  "than  to  know  that  my 
children  walk  in  the  truth!" 

This  is  a  proper  place  for  me  to  make  thankful  acknowledgment  of 
the  material  aid  which  the  Educational  Society  of  the  Diocese  of 
Virginia,  and  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  have  extended,  and 
are  now  extending,  to  our  Theological  Students.  The  Manigault 
Scholarship  at  Sewanee,  the  John  Stewart  Scholarship  at  Alexandria, 
the  Frost  Memorial  Scholarship,  the  Dehon,  Bo  wen  and  Gates  Scholar- 
ships, with  the  assistance  of  the  Advancement  Society,  and  the  gen- 
erous and  most  ready  help  of  the  Virginia  Education  Society  and  the 
General  Seminary,  have  enabled  me  to  meet  the  demand  upon  me  in 
the  important  particular  of  aiding  most  of  our  Theological  students  in 
the  prosecution  of  their  Sacred  Studies.  It  is  with  devout  gratitude 
I  record  the  sense  of  obligation  I  feel,  and  the  Diocese  feels,  for  these 
tokens  of  God's  most  loving  care  for  present  and  the  future  of  the 
Church  in  South  Carolina. 

ORDINATIONS. 

During  the  year  past  I  have  held  Ordination  Services  on  four  occa- 
sions; ordaining  four  candidates  to  the  Order  of  Deacons,  and  advanc- 
ing three  Deacons  to  the  Priesthood. 

On  May  28th,  in  All  Saints  Church,  Waccamaw,  Mr.  James  Joyner 
was  made  Deacon. 

On  June  25th,  in  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
J.  H.  Brown,  H.  J.  Mikell,  and  J.  C.  Waring  were  made  Priests. 

On  July  11th,  in  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro,  Mr.  W.  P.  Witsell  was 
made  Deacon. 

On  October  8th,  in  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  Messrs.  Charles 
W.  Boyd  and  Harold  Thomas  were  made  Deacons. 

CONSECRATION  SERVICES. 

On  November  5th  I  consecrated  the  transepts,  chancel,  and  additions 
to  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg.  These  additions  to  the 
Church  add  greatly  to  its  seating  capacity,  and  make  it  one  of  our 
largest  and  noblest  church  edifices. 
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The  granite  arms  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent  are  open  wide  to 
welcome  to  Christ's  fold  all  who  to  seek  to  know  and  worship  their 
Lord,  and  the  Church  and  the  Parish  are  a  noble  monument  to  zealous, 
self  sacrificing  work,  and  the  unity  and  generosity  of  the  congre- 
gation. 

On  December  3rd  I  consecrated  the  Chapel-  of  the  Holy  Trinity, 
erected  just  outside  the  ample  Campus  of  Clemson  College.  This, 
in  every  particular,  is  a  most  becoming  Chapel,  and  witnesses  to  the 
faithful  labors  and  untiring  zeal  of  the  faithful  Missionary  in  charge. 
Besides  these  Consecration  Se vices,  I  have  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the 
Church,  which  is  now  nearing  its  completion,  and  which  is  to  take 
the  place  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  North  Santee,  destroyed  by 
fire  several  years  since. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

During  the  year  the  following  have  been  the  changes  in  the  roll  of 
the  Clergy : 

The  Rev.  T.  A.  Porter  was  constrained  by  continued  ill  health  to 
resign  his  place  as  Rector  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  in 
October  last,  and  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Miked,  Acting  Assistant  Minister  of 
the  Parish,  was  duly  elected  Rector,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  as 
the  same. 

The  Rev.  Byron  Holley  resigned  his  place  as  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Greenville,  in  October,  and  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell  was  duly 
elected  Rector  in  his  stead.  Mr.  Mitchell  resigned  the  Rectorship  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  and  accepted  the  call  to  Greenville, 
and  entered  upon  his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  Lent. 

The  Rev.  I.  F.  A.  Bennett  resigned  his  place  as  Missionary  to  Cal- 
vary Church,  Charleston,  and  Missions  in  SI.  Andrew's  Parish,  Sum- 
merville,  and  Walterboro,  in  December  last,  and  accepted  a  call  to  be 
Instructor  in  King  Hall,  Theological  School  for  Colored  Men,  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C. 

I  appointed  the  Rev,  Mr.  Walsh  and  Rev.  Mr.  Glass  to  take  tempo- 
rary charge  of  the  Missions  in  Walterboro  and  Summer ville,  and  Mr. 
P.  J.  Lindeau,  a  faithful  Lay  Reader,  to  take  temporary  charge  of 
Calvary.  Charleston,  and  the  Mission  in  St.  Andrew's. 

The  Rev.  Edward  L.  Goodwin  resigned  his  charge  as  Rector  of 
Grace  Church,  Charleston,  in  January  last,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Wilmer 
Gresham,  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  was  elected  in  his  stead,  and 
entered  upon  his  duties  on  the  last  Sunday  in  April. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Pringle,  Missionary  on  the  Coast,  being  unable  to 
reside  in  his  work,  resigned  the  Missions,  and  was  unanimously 
elected  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Wilton,  and  entered  upon  his  duties 
the  first  of  the  year. 

Upon  their  ordination,  I  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  H.  J.  Mikell, 
C.  W.  Boyd  and  James  Joyner,  Missionaries  in  charge  at  Greenwood, 
Gaffney  and  Blacksburg,  and  Missions  to  Colored  People  on  Wacca 
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maw.  Mr.  Witsell  also  assists  Mr.  Porcher  in  his  charge  of  St. 
Stephen's,  Wellington. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Brown,  whom  I  appointed  Missionary  in  charge  of 
Trinity,  Black  Oak,  and  St.  John's,  Berkeley,  has  been  duly  elected 
Joint  Rector  of  these  Parishes,  and  has  accepted  his  election. 

I  have  given  letters  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  Byron  Holley,  addressed 
to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  Louisiana;  to  the  Rev.  B.  M  Bra- 
din,  addressed  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  Asheville;  and  to  the 
Rev.  E.  L.  Goodwin,  addr  ssed  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
Virginia.    All  these  letters  have  been  duly  accepted. 

I  have  received  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  Louisiana,  and 
accepted  a  letter  dimissory  in  favor  of  the  Rev.  J.  Wilmer  Gresham. 

CLERGY  DEPARTED. 

Of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  two  have  departed  to  rest  during  the 
year  past  :  The  Rev.  Benjamin  Allston,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Wiuns- 
boro,  and  the  Rev.  G.  L.  Sweeney,  serving  as  Missionary  at  Mariner's 
Harbor,  New  York.  I  had  no  notice  of  M.  Sweeney's  illness,  and  only 
learned  of  his  death  from  the  newspaper  account,  sent  to  me  by  our 
Secretary.  In  this  notice  no  particulars  of  Mr.  Sweeney's  death  are 
given,  beyond  the  statement,  that  he  departed  this  life  on  the  10th  of 
March  last,  while  in  charge  of  the  "'Church  of  our  Father,"  on  Staten 
Island — dying  in  the  faith  arid  hope  of  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Mr.  Allston  fell  asleep  and  enteied  into  his  rest  on  the  15th  of 
January,  after  a  prolonged  season  of  ill  health,  and  much  suffering, 
which  he  bore  with  resignation,  courage  and  faith.  I  officiated  at  his 
funeral,  assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  W.  E.Evans  and  the  Rev. 
J.  W.  Cantey  Johnson.  The  stores  in  Winnsboro  were  closed,  his 
little  flock  and  the  community  assembled  in  the  church  and  around 
his  grave:  his  Confederate  comrades,  veterans  of  the  great  war  in 
which  he  was  a  gallant  soldier,  laid  the  flag  he  had  loved  and  followed 
on  his  coffin,  and  we  laid  him  to  rest  by  the  side  of  his  wife  in  the 
cemetery  of  St.  John's,  while  his  people  sang  around  his  grave,  accord- 
ing to  his  request: 

"Peace,  perfect  peace,  death  shadowing  us  and  ours! 
Jesus  has  vanquished  death  and  all  its  powers." 

CHURCH  INSTITUTIONS. 

It  is  both  my  duty  and  my  very  great  pleasure  to  call  the  attention 
of  our  Diocese  to  our  Church  Institutions.  These  ageucies  of  the 
Church  and  the  Diocese,  which  are  prime  factors  in  the  great  problem 
of  duty  to  God  and  man,  which  is  given  to  us,  Brethren,  to  solve. 

The  University  of  the  South,  with  its  School  of  the  Prophets ! 

The  Porter -Military  Academy,  with  its  noble  record  of  work  done 
for  the  Church  and  the  State. 

St.  Mary's,  Raleigh,  than  which  the  Church  in  the  Carolinas  has  no 
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more  valuable  nursery  for  the  training  of  her  girls  and  young  women 
in  the  doctrines  of  the  faith  and  the  ways  of  the  Church. 

The  Diocesan  Church  Home  and  Orphanage,  with  its  forty-nine 
inmates,  forty-three  of  whom  are  little  children — the  only  Christian 
asylum  in  South  Carolina  that  receives  in  its  tender  care  infants  and 
little  ones  under  three  years  of  age! 

The  Societies  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Caro- 
lina! For  the  aid  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen !  For  the  assistance 
of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  our  Clergy! 

The  Church  Home  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  on  which  that  Parish  has 
expended  over  forty-two  thousand  dollars ! 

The  Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  which  has  helped  as  to 
build  and  repair  many  of  our  Churches,  and  is  still  helping  us! 

The  Church  Periodical  Club,  which  is  supplying  the  literature  of  the 
Church  to  hundreds  of  our  Clergy,  and  brightening  and  cheering  many 
a  Parsonage  Home ! » 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  which  is 
more  and  more  the  Auxiliary  of  the  Bishop  and  his  Clergy,  helping 
them  with  the  Master's  work,  cheering  them  by  the  example  of  their 
own  devotion,  and  by  a  womanly  sympathy  with  the  needs  of  the 
missionary's  family,  sending  to  so  many  hundred  scant  homes  the 
light  of  G-od's  love  vouchsafed  to  His  servants,  through  the  grace  given 
to  His  Church! 

And  our  great  Board  of  Missions,  cheering  on  the  Lord's  laborers  in 
the  great  world-field,  into  which  He  has  sent  them ! 

And,  Brethren,  your  own  Board  of  Missions,  coadjutors  of  your 
Bishop  in  extending  the  Master's  kingdom,  and  sustaining  His  Church 
in  the  Diocese ! 

All  these  Institutions  of  the  Church  command  your  reverent  interest 
and  your  loyal  support. 

A  word,   particularly,  about  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh,  This 
School,  so  well  known  to  our  people,  is  now  the  adopted  school  for 
girls  of  our  Diocese,  and  is,  for  this  reason,  and  especially  for  its 
intrinsic  worth,  more  than  ever  worthy  of  the  earnest  consideration  of 
our  Church  families  in  S.  C. 

The  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  is  a  beloved  and  honored  Clergyman  of  the 
Diocese,  to  whose  care  and  guidance  you  may  entrust  your  daughters 
with  the  utmost  confidence,  assured  of  their  thorough  instruction  and 
a  fatherly  interest  in  their  advancement  in  every  respect  I  would 
call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  while  the  standard  of  instruction  at  St. 
Mary's  has  been  raised,  the  expense  of  maintaining  a  pupil  for  the 
year  is  only  $200.  This  covers  all  English  branches  with  classics,  with 
board.  This  Diocese  is  represented  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  two 
Clergymen  and  two  Laymen. 

The  limits  of  this  address  will  not  permit  of  my  speaking  as  I  would 
like  to  speak,  particularly  of  each  of  these  Church  Agencies.  I  must 
confine  myself  here  especially  to  that  Agency  of  our  growth,  and  our 
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ife.  which  is  nearest  to  my  constant  thought,  and  is  so  essential  to  our 
development  and  the  extension  of  our  Lord's  kingdom — the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Diocese.  The  Church  in  South  Carolina  has  no  better 
friend  than  her  Board  of  Missions.  The  full  report  of  its  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  will  speak  for  the  work  of  the  Board  and  its  Missionaries 
during  the  year  past.  I  wish  to  emphasize  the  cheering  fact  that  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  has  sustained  its  Board  of  Missions  during  the 
past  year,  and  has  contributed  $6,000.00  and  upwards  to  make  good 
the  appropriations  to  our  Mission  work,  and  to  the  feeble  Parishes  of 
the  Diocese. 

I  believe  no  other  Diocese  has  done  more,  if  as  much  as  this,  and 
nothing  is  more  cheering  to  me  as  we  come  together  to  deliberate  con- 
cerning the  affairs  of  our  beloved  Diocese,  than  to  have  such  an  expres- 
sion of  loyalty  and  love ! 

ARCHDEACON  JOYNER'S  REPORT. 

I  call  particular  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Archdeacon  for  Church 
Work  among  Colored  People  in  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  Joyner  has  been  constant,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  doing  the 
work  of  an  evangelist  among  our  colored  people,  superintending  the 
schools  and  missions  among  them,  and  fulfilling  his  office  as  a  devoted 
and  faithful  helper  of  his  Bishop. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  express  my  obligations  to  my  coadjutor 
brother,  and  to  my  fellow  helpers  in  this  work,  both  within  and  with- 
out the  Diocese.  The  Archdeacon  has  made  becoming  acknowledg- 
ments of  the  many  helpful  donations  which  have  been  sent  to  him 
during  the  past  year. 

THE  DIOCESAN  PAPER. 

Before  I  go  on  to  make  a  financial  statement,  1  would  commend  to 
the  interest  and  support  of  the  Diocese  our  little  paper,  which  comes 
to  us  monthly,  and  sets  before  us  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  the  work 
of  the  Parishes  and  Missions,  and  die  Journal  of  the  Bishop.  I  feel 
sure,  Brethren,  that  a  copy  of  the  Diocese,  coming  to  every  family, 
would  be  a  most  valuable  aid  to  every  Parish  and  Mission,  by  making 
our  people  better  acquainted  with  the  Institutions  of  the  Church  in 
South  Carolina :  the  work  of  the  Missions ;  the  state  of  the  Parishes ; 
the  needs  of  the  laborers ;  and  the  life  and  work  of  your  Bishop. 

EMERGENCY  FUND  AND  FINANCIAL  STATEMENT. 

I  received  the  pledges  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  persons,  each 
promising  to  give  ten  dollars  a  year,  payable  quarterly,  if  called  upon 
by  me,  to  assist  the  Board  of  Missions  in  sustaining  the  weak  Parishes 
and  Missions  of  the  Diocese.  This  is  the  Emergency  Fund,  which 
has  greatly  helper!  during  the  year,  and  without  which  help  the  Board 
of  Missions  would  have  fallen  behind  in  its  obligations  the  past  year. 

I  have  received  from  the  subscribers  to  this  fund,  and  from  dona-

tions  made  by  those  who  declined  to  make  pledges,  the  sum  of  $1,353.50 
to  March  1st,  1900;  of  this  amount  $619.12  was  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Board  in  March  and  April  of  last  year,  and  accounted  for  at 
the  last  Council.  During  the  past  year  I  paid  the  Treasurer  $678.59, 
leaving  a  balance  in  my  hands  of  $55.79.

IN  MEMORIAM. 

It  has  pleased  God,  in  His  wise  Providence,  to  take  out  of  this  world 
the  souls  of  four  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Church. 

Henry  Miles  Pierce,  D.  D.  ,  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  died  September  5th, 
1899,  in  the  79th  year  of  his  age,  and  in  the  30th  year  of  his  Episcopate. 

Henry  Adams  Neeley,  D.  D..  Bishop  of  Maine,  died  October  31st. 
1899,  in  the  70th  year  of  his  age,  and  in  the  32nd  year  of  his  Episcopate. 

Mahlon  Norris  Gilbert,  D.  D.,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Minnesota,  died 

 ,  in  the  48th  year  of  his  age,  and  in  the  14th  year  of 

his  Episcopate. 

Henry  Melville  Jackson,  D.  D.,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Alabama,  died 
May  4th,  1900,  in  the  51st  year  of  his  age,  and  the  10th  year  of  his 
Episcopate. 

While  at  work  upon  this  address,  I  received  a  telegram  from  the 
family  of  the  late  Bishop  Jackson,  notifying  me  of  his  death  and  of 
his  funeral. 

I  went  at  once  to  Eufaula,  and  on  Sunday  morning  last,  I  officiated 
at  his  burial,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spaulding,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Adams,  of  St.  James'  Church.  The 
Bishop  had  been  in  ill  health  for  years  past,  of  late  a  constant  sufferer, 
so  that  finally  when  attacked  by  grippe,  and  his  lungs  becoming 
involved,  he  had  no  strength  to  resist  disease,  and  fell  on  sleep  on  the 
early  morning  of  the  4th  instant. 

Bishop  Jackson  was  for  a  year  one  of  our  Clergy,  being  the  Rector 
of  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  in  1876,  and  preacned  the  sermon,  and 
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was  one  of  the  Consecrators  at  my  Consecration.  A  strong,  eloquent, 
and  often  a  brilliant  preacher  of  the  Gospel,  he  was  called  from  Grace 
Church,  Richmond,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Alabama.  Beginning 
the  Episcopate  with  great  success,  ill  health,  and  other  untoward  cir- 
cumstance, greatly  hindered  his  work  and  efficiency,  and  he  resigned 
his  jurisdiction  as  Coadjutor  of  Alabama,  and  died  within  two  weeks 
after  his  Brother  Bishops  had  met  and  accepted  his  resignation.  He 
was  buried  from  St.  James'  Church,  Eufaula,  devoted  friends  follow- 
ing him  to  his  grave,  where  we  laid  him  down  to  his  longed-for  rest. 
Asleep  in  Jesus ! 

And  now,  Dear  Brethren,  I  commend  you  to  the  work  of  the  Coun- 
cil, invoking  upon  our  deliberations  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church. 
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BISHOP'S  JOURNAL. 


May  ist,  1899,  to  May  1st,  1900. 

May  3 — Cheraw,  St.  David's.  Opened  service  at  the  One  Hundred 
and  Ninth  Session  of  the  Diocesan  Council ;  assisted  in  the  Holy  Com- 
munion Office  by  the  Bishops  of  Georgia  and  North  Carolina;  at  night 
confirmed  a  class  of  thirteen,  and  addressed  them. 

May  4 — Read  my  Annual  Address  to  Council;  sent  to  the  Standing 
Committee  the  papers  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Brown,  applying  for  ordination  to 
the  Priesthood. 

May  5 — Presided  in  Council. 

May  6   Went  into  the  country,  and  confirmed  one  person  in  private. 

May  7 — Society  Hill,  Trinity  Church.  Preached  in  the  morning, 
confirmed  two  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion ;  in  the 
afternoon  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough  preached,  and  I  made  an  address. 

May  9 — Said  the  prayer  at  the  opening  of  the  Thomson  Auditorium 
in  Charleston. 

May  10— Said  the  prayer  at  the  Memorial  Exercises  at  Magnolia  in 
honor  of  the  Confederate  dead. 

May  11 —Said  the  prayer  at  the  Memorial  Exercises  in  the  Audito- 
rium held  by  the  Convention  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans. 

May  14 — Florence,  St.  John's.  Preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  in  the  morning;  in  the  afternoon  administered  the  Com- 
munion in  private ;  visited  and  addressed  the  Sunday  School ;  at  night 
preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  eight  persons,  and  addressed  them; 
assisted  in  the  day's  services  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Magruder  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Mears ;  the  Rector  was  absent,  in  the  deepest  of  human  sorrows,  hav- 
ing gone  to  the  burial  of  his  devoted  wife.  His  Parish  was  mourning 
her  loss,  and  carrying  the  grief  of  their  faithful  pastor  in  their  hearts. 
When  we  said  the  prayer  for  the  afflicted,  and  the  thanksgiving  for 
the  good  example  of  the  beloved  saint,  there  was  but  one  heart  in  all 
the  crowded  congregation,  the  heart  of  sincerest  sympathy  for  the  sor- 
rows of  the  absent  Rector  and  his  dear  little  children. 

May  16 — Attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Branches 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  at  St.  Michael's  Parish  House,  Charleston, 
and  made  an  address. 

May  18 — Attended  the  Fourth  Anniversary  of  "Ascension  Guild,"

May  28 — Visited  All  Saints,  Waccamaw.  At  the  morning  service 
Archdeacon  Joyner  preached  the  sermon,  at  my  request,  and  presented 
his  brother,  Mr.  James  Joyner,  to  be  ordained  to  the  sacred  order  of 
Deacons;  I  ordained  Mr.  Joyner,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion;

the  quota  of  our  Diocese  towards  the  salaries  of  the  Theological  Pro- 
fessors of  St.  Luke's  Hall,  Sewanee. 

July  15 — At  Marion,  in  the  afternoon,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the 
confirmation  class,  and  gave  an  instruction  on  the  office. 

July  16 — Sunday — Morning  Prayer  said  by  Mr.  Magruder,  and  I 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion ;  at  night  the  church 
was  crowded  to  overflowing ;  Mr.  Magruder  said  Evening  Prayer,  I 
preached,  confirmed  a  fine  class  of  eleven  young  people,  and  addressed 
them.

^  August  24 — Grace  Chapel,  Ridge  Spring — Mr.  Anderson  said  Morn- 
ing Prayer,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holv  Communion. 
Edgefield — At  night  Mr.  Anderson  said  Evening  Prayer  in  Trinity 
Church,  and  I  preached. 

August  25 — Edgefield  —Rev.  Mr.  Anderson  said  the  service  morning 
and  evening,  and  I  preached  at  both  services ;  in  the  morning  admin 
istered  Holy  Communion.

The  little  flock  at  Allendale  have  some  $600  in  hand  to 
build  a  Chapel,  and  are  anxiously  waitng  the  help  of  their  brethren  to 
begin  the  work;  the  lot  is  secured,  and  I  ask  in  their  behalf  that  con- 
tributions be  sent  to  them.  They  are  a  zealous  and  faithful  little 
flock,  and  deserve  the  help  of  the  Diocese.

Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached. 

October  11 — After  making  some  visits  in  Laurens  with  Mr.  Holmes, 
went  to  Greenwood,  and  visited  the  Mission  there,  now  in  charge  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Witsell;  at  Evening  Prayer  I  preached,  and  made  an  address 
to  the  congregation.

Mr.  Johns  said  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  at  each 
service;  in  the  morning  celebrated  Holy  Communion,  and  at  night 
confirmed  four  persons,  and  addressed  them. 

October  24— Left  Columbia  for  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  attend  Missionary 
Council,  and  meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

October  26— Attended  the  morning  seesion  of  the  Council,  and  dur- 
ing the  afternoon  the  meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

October  27 — In  attendance  upon  the  House  of  Bishops.  During  this 
session  the  Bishops  elected  the  Rev.  Mr.  Partridge,  of  the  China  Mis- 
sion, to  be  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Kioto,  Japan. 

October  28— Left  St.  Louis  at  8.28  A.  M. 

October  29 — Sunday.  Spent  the  day  in  Atlanta,  and  preached  in  St. 
Luke's  Church,  in  the  morning. 

November  1 — All  Saints.    Attended  service  at  Trinity,  Columbia. 

November  2 — Received  notice  of  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Byron 
Holley,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville. 

November  3 — At  Greenville.  Met  and  conferred  with  the  Vestry  of 
Christ  Church. 

November  4 — Confirmed  one  person,  by  special  request,  in  Christ 
Church,  Rev.  Mr  Holley  presenting  the  candidate. 

November  5 — Sunday.  Consecrated  to-day  the  Transepts,  Chancel 
and  additions  to  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  at  Spartanburg,  and 
preached  the  sermon.  Besides  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Magruder,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  McCollough,  and  the  Rev  Messrs.  Bratton,  DuBose,  of  Ashe- 
ville,  Capers,  Holmes  and  Boyd  were  present.  The  services  were 
impressive,  and  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bratton  added  a  very 
tender  interest  to  them  for  his  old  flock,  his  Bishop  and  brethren.

Mr.  Bratton  read  the 
service,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  At  night,  at  the 
Advent,  Mr.  Bratton  preached,  and  I  confirmed  nineteen  persons,  and 
addressed  them. 

November  9 — Visited  the  Church  at  Chester.  Rev.  J.  W.  C.  John- 
son said  the  service  of  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed 
one  person,  and  made  an  address.  The  Church  in  Chester  has  made 
a  step— a  long  step — in  advance.  The  new  Church  purchased  is  a 
great  improvement  on  the  old  Chapel,  and  is  well  located.  Brother 
Johnson  and  his  Chester  flock,  and  many  friends  in  the  Diocese,  have 
done  well.  When  this  Church  is  painted,  it  will  be  a  most  becoming 
house  for  Holy  Worship,  and  under  the  active  ministry  of  the  Mis- 
sionary in  charge,  we  look  for  growth  in  Chester. 

November  10 — Visited  the  Church  at  Lancaster,  and  preached  at 
night;  the  Rev.  Mr. Johnson  saying  Evening  Prayer.  Here  we  have  a 
little  flock,  faithful  and  true,  but  alas!  their  Chapel,  very  good  and 
neat,  and  churchly,  stands  way  off  at  the  depot,  down  in  a  valley,  and 
could  not  be  worse  located,  unless  it  had  been  built,  a  mile  off,  in  the 
woods.  Here  is  a  good  place  to  help  a  little  flock  to  buy  a  good  lot,  in 
the  town,  so  that  they  may  put  their  light  on  a  candlestick,  and  not  hide 
under  a  railroad  bank. 

November  11 — Before  leaving  Lancaster  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion for  the  flock ;  there  were  eight  communicants. 

November  12 — Visited  Calvary  Church,  Glenn  Springs.  Rev.  Dr. 
McCollough  divided  the  service  with  me ;  I  preached,  confirmed  three 
persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Calvary  is  the  Banner 
Parish  for  off  ©rings  to  Diocesan  Mission;  my  off  ering  to-day  was  $54.80. 

November  14 — Left  Columbia  on  special  duty  under  ajupointment  of 
the  House  of  Bishops,  which  obliges  me  to  recall  my  Walhalla  and 
other  November  appointments ;  will  be  absent  from  the  Diocese  a  week 
or  ten  days. 

November  15-20 — Between  and  including  these  dates  I  was  away 
from  the  Diocese  as  a  member  of  a  Commission  appointed  by  the  House 
of  Bishops,  at  its  late  session  in  St.  Louis;  being  in  Montgomery,  Ala.,  on 
Sunday,  the  19th,  I  preached  morning,  evening  and  night. 

November  21 — Visited  the  Mission  for  Colored  People  at  St.  Anna's 
Memorial  Chapel,  Columbia.  Archdeacon  Joyner  and  the  Rev.  Mes- 
srs. Howell  and  Mancebo  were  present,  and  took  part  in  the  service; 
I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  addressed  them,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

November  22 — In  company  with  Archdeacon  Joyner,  I  visited  the 
Rescue  Mission,  St.  Ann's,  in  Lexington  County,  near  Columbia. 
Rev.  Messrs.  Mancebo  and  Howell  assisted  in  the  services;  I  preached, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion ;  eight  persons  were  confirmed, 
two  of  them  being  boys  of  the  Mission,  who  had  been  three  years  in 
the  school  and  on  the  farm.  At  night  I  visited  St.  Mary's,  Columbia, 
Mission  for  Colored  People,  Rev.  J.  B.  Mancebo  in  charge.  Archdea- 
con Joyner  took  t^e  services;  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons, 
addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion;  in  each  of  these 
Missions  I  noticed  good  congregations,  a  marked  improvement  in  wor- 
ship, and  the  presence  of  more  young  people  from  the  Mission  Schools. 

November  23— Visited  St.  Matthew's  Parish,  Fort  Motte,  Rev.  W.  N. 
Tillinghast  Missionary  in  charge.  We  had  beautiful  weather,  a  very 
pleasant  service,  sweet  music,  and  the  presence  of  the  "little  flock"  in 
force;  I  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holv  Communion.  Noted  on 
the  cup  the  inscription:  "St.  Matthew's  Parish,  1777."  After  the 
lapse  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  years  the  "Parish"  is  a  Mission 
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Station,  with  only  a  service  once  a  month!    "Sic  eunt  fata  hominum. 

November  26 — Bennettsville.  The  Church  at  Bennetts\  ille  is  grow- 
ing. At  my  first  visitation  we  held  service  in  a  small  hall;  had  no 
church  property  in  the  town,  and  three  or  four  communicants ;  t--day 
we  worshipped  in  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  a  neat  and  churchiy  building, 
well  located,  consecrated,  and  the  zealous  and  efficient  Missionary, 
Mr.  Baker,  reports  twenty-five  communicants;  I  preached  morning 
and  night,  confirmed  a  class  of  six.  persons,  addressed  them,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

November  28— Darlington — In  the  afternoon  I  met  the  gentlemen 
of  the  congregation  to  confer  about  the  future  of  the  Mission ;  at  night, 
assisted  in  the  service  by  Mr.  Baker,  I  preached  in  the  Chapel. 

November  28 — Marion — Litany,  Sermon  and  Holy  Communion  in  the 
morning ;  after  service  I  met  and  conferred  with  the  congregation ;  at 
night,  at  Florence,  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class,  and  addressed  them. 

November  29— Florence — Preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion The  Church  in  Florence  was  never  in  better  spirit  or  condi- 
tion; rejoiced  to  find  the  Rector  in  health  and  heart,  and  the  flock 
united  in  good  works. 

December  3 — Fort  Hill — I  consecrated  the  Chapel  erected  just  out- 
side the  grounds  of  Clemson  College  to-day.  The  Missionary  in 
charge,  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough  assisted  me 
in  the  services  of  the  day;  I  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. A  large  congregation,  composed  of  the  students  of  the  Col- 
lege, several  of  the  Professors  and  their  families,  and  many  citizens  of 
the  neighborhoi  >d,  filled  the  building  to  overflowing.  The  Chapel  is 
called  "Holy  Trinity,"  and  is  in  every  way  becoming.  I  think  the 
Lord's  Table,  made  by  Dr.  McCollough  and  one  of  his  grandsons,  out 
of  native  woods,  is  one  of  the  handsomest  in  the  Diocese.  At  night  I 
preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Pendleton. 

December  5 — Walhalla — Preached  at  morning  service,  confirmed 
four  persons,  and  addressed  them;  at  my  request,  Dr.  McCollough 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

Pecember  6  — Marriage.  In  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  united  two 
young  friends  in  Holy  Matrimony. 

December  8 — Baptism.  In  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  Rev.  Mr. 
Goodwin  assisting  in  the  sacrament,  I  baptized  our  grandson,  James 
Reid.  Later  in  the  afternoon,  in  the  same  Church,  all  the  Clergy  of 
the  city  being  present,  I  made  an  address  at  the  unveiling  of  the 
Mural  Tablet  erected  by  the  congregation  in  loving  memory  of  the  late 
Rev.  Dr.  C.  C.  Pinckney. 

December  10 — Barnwell — I  visited  the  Church  of  the  "Holy  Apostles" 
to-day;  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  Inclement 
weather  prevented  a  night  service:  the  service  this  morning  most 
enjoyable,  music  specially  good,  congregation  full. 

December  12 — Charleston — Present  to-day  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  South  Carolina  Military  Academy. 

December  14 — Newberry — I  visited  the  Mission  at  Newberry,  which 
Mr.  Holmes  has  established  for  colored  people.  Archdeacon  Joyner 
has  secured  a  good  lot  and  Chapel  for  the  purpose,  and  the  Mission  is 
encouraging;  I  confirmed  five  persons,  and  baptized  an  adult,  after 
preaching  at  the  Mission.  In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Holmes  said  Evening 
Prayer  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  and  I  preached 

December  15 — Received  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  F.  I.  A.  Bennett, 
Missionary  to  Colored  People.  Mr.  Bennett  has  accepted  a  call  to  King 
Hall,  Washington,  where  he  recently  graduated,  to  be  assistant  to  the 
Warden. 

December  16 — Received  the  request  of  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church, 
Wilton,  to  have  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pringle  appointed  their  Missionary,  and 
made  the  appointment. 
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December  J  7 — Union — tn  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Guignard,  Rector,  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons,  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion.  B^st  music  and  brightest  service  I  have  had  in 
this  Church;  congratulate  Rector  and  people.  At  night  I  preached  at 
the  Mission  which  Mr.  Guignard  has  established  in  the  factory  town 
at  Union.  We  had  Evening  Prayer  in  the  hall  of  the  public  school 
building;  some  two  hundred  or  more  persons  were  present,  and  I  have 
never  preached  to  a  more  attentive  congregation. 

December  20 — Gaffney — Mr.  Boyd  said  Evening  Prayer;  I  preached 
to  a  good  congregation,  and  confirmed  one  person ;  only  six  commu- 
nicants at  Gaffney,  and  five  families. 

December  21— St.  Thomas'  Day.  Preached  again  this  morning  and 
gave  the  Holy  Communion  to  four  of  our  six  communicants;  at  night, 
at  Blacksburg,  I  preached  in  the  Church  of  the  Atonement;  most  of 
our  people  out ;  the  Church  greatly  improved  by  the  addition  of  the 
bell  tower. 

December  22 — Blacksburg.  Made  an  address  to  the  communicants, 
and  celebrated  the  Communion ;  twelve  communicating. 

December  24 — Columbia.  Preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Commu- 
nion in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd ;  at  night  I  preached  at  St. 
Luke's  Church.  Glad  to  hear  that  this  little  congregation  of  colored 
people  have  at  last  completed  the  payment  of  a  long  standing  debt, 
contracted  years  ago  at  the  building  of  their  Church.  At  the  Good 
Shepherd  I  learned  with  much  pleasure  that  $3,000  had  so  far  been 
raised  towards  the  new  lot  purchased,  and  the  new  Church  to  be  built. 

December  25-29 — Laid  up  with  threat  of  pneumonia. 

December  31—  Winnsboro.  Made  visitation  to  St.  John's  Church 
to-day.  Mr.  Allston  too  ill  to  leave  his  bed,  and  I  look  the  services. 
Morning  Prayer,  Sermon  and  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon 
I  united  in  Holy  Matrimony  the  daughter  of  my  Reverend  Brother 
Allston  and  Mr.  Morris  Moore,  of  Union ;  the  young  couple  knelt  at 
the  father's  bedside,  and  being  raised  and  supported  in  bed,  Mr. 
Allston  gave  the  young  married  couple  the  final  blessing!  A  more 
affecting  scene  I  never  beheld.  I  gave  my  dear  brother  and  his  family 
the  Holy  Communion.    It  was  our  last  service  together. 

1900. 

January  3— Appointed  Rev.  J.  G.  Glass  to  the  temporary  charge  of 
the  Epiphany  Chapel  in  Summerville,  and  the  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh  to 
the  temporary  charge  of  the  Mission  among  Colored  people  in  Walter  - 
boro.  Gave  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Partridge, 
Missionary  Bishop- Meet  of  Kioto. 

January  6 — Attended  service  at  Trinity,  Columbia. 

January  7 — Columbia.  Visited  the  Parish  of  Trinity  to-day.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Evans  said  Morning  Prayer ;  I  preached,  confirmed  a  large 
class,  addressed  them,  and  administered  Holy  Communion.  The 
music  in  Trinity,  and  the  whole  service,  was  most  appropriate  and 
delightful;  the  Church  was  full,  and  the  Bishop  enjoyed,  con  amore, 
preaching  the  Word  to  his  old  flock. 

January  9 — Greenwood.  Made  a  special  visitation,  by  request  of 
Mr.  Witsell,  the  Missionary  in  charge,  to  the  Church  of  the  Resur- 
rection; the  Rev.  Dr.  Evans  kindly  accompanied  me.  In  the  afternoon 
I  baptized  an  adult  at  the  font;  at  night  Mr.  Witsell  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  Dr.  Evans  preached ;  I  confirmed  six  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

January  10— At  10  A.  M.  I  made  an  address  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion ;  the  Mission  at  Greenwood  is  now  firmly  established,  and 
is  full  of  heart  and  promise. 
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January  14 — Columbia.  I  visited  to-day  the  Good  Shepherd  and  the 
Mission  of  St.  Timothy's.  Mr.  Mitchell  said  Morning  Prayer  at  the 
Good  Shepherd;  I  preached,,  confirmed  a  class  of  five  persons, 
addressed  them,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the 
afternoon  I  attended  a  Sunday  School  celebration,  and  made  an 
address ;  there  were  present  the  Sunday  School  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
and  the  Sunday  School  of  St.  Timothy's,  and  the  Sunday  School  estab- 
lished by  the  Rev.  Harold  Thomas  near  one  of  the  Columbia  mills  as 
a  part  of  his  Mission  work.  The  children  gave  their  Advent  offerings, 
and  the  whole  occasion  was  most  inteiesting.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell, 
after  fourteen  years  of  successful  and  devoted  work  in  Columbia,  goes 
to  Christ  Church,  Greenville.  His  people  will  greatly  miss  him  in 
Columbia,  but  his  work  will  go  on,  inspired  by  his  example  of  zeal  for 
the  progress  of  the  Church.  At  night  I  preached  at  St.  Timothy's, 
confirmed  a  class  of  nine  persons,  and  addressed  them.  The  Mission, 
under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas,  is  progressing;  the  manifestation  of 
interest  in  the  large  congregation  present,  and  now  the  second  class 
presented  by  Mr.  Thomas  for  confirmation,  are  cheering  signs  of  the 
future  of  this  Mission. 

January  15 — Received  notice  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
Allston,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Winnsboro. 

January  17 — I  officiated  this  morning  at  the  funeral  service  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Allston,  assisted  by  tbe  Rev.  Dr.  Evans,  and  the  Rev. 
J.  W.  C.  Johnson.  A  large  congregation  filled  the  Church,  and  every 
expression  of  respect  and  sympathy  was  made  by  the  congregation, 
and  by  the  community.  A  true  and  faithful  soldier  of  Christ  and  His 
Church,  Mr.  Allston  had  been  a  gallant  Confederate  soldier,  and  the 
veterans  were  there  with  their  battle  flag  to  manifest  their  reverence 
for  the  office  and  character  of  their  departed  comrade.  We  laid  him 
to  rest  by  the  side  of  his  wife  in  the  cemetery  of  St.  John's,  while  his 
people  sang  around  his  grave,  according  to  his  request  : 

"'Peace,  perfect  peace,  death  shadowing  us  and  ours, 
Jesus  has  vanquished  death  and  all  its  powers." 

At  night  I  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Evans  preached. 

January  7-21 — Heavenly  Rest,  Hampton  County.  Rev.  W.  ~N. 
Tillinghast  said  Morning  Prayer ;  I  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  Mr.  Tillinghast  officiates  here  twice  a  month,  and 
the  little  flock  at  the  Heavenly  Rest  now  numbers  twenty-two  com- 
municants. 

January  28 — St.  Helena  Beaufort.  Rev.  Mr.  Githens  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the 
afternoon  visited  the  Sunday  School,  which  is  one  of  the  best  in  the 
Diocese,  and  addressed  the  teachers  and  youug  people.  At  night  Mr. 
Githens  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached;  this  service  completed 
a  most  pleasant  visitation  to  St.  Helena,  Beaufort. 

January  30-31 — Present  and  assisting  at  the  examination  of  candi- 
dates for  Priest's  Orders. 

February  3-  Hardee ville.  Said  Evening  Prayer  and  preached  in 
St.  Edmund's  Chapel. 

February  4— Bluff  ton.  Rain  storm  prevented  morning  service; 
attended  the  Sunday  School  in  the  afternoon,  and  gave  an  instruction 
to  the  children ;  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  preached  at  night. 

February  5 — Preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  The 
Church,  which  was  so  much  injured  by  the  storm  of  1898,  has  been 
well  repaired ;  thanks  to  the  help  of  the  Church  Building  Fund  Com- 
mission. 
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February  6 — Okatee.  The  morning  being  stormy,  the  little  flock  on 
the  Okatee  assembled  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  William  Fripp,  and  I 
had  Morning  Prayer,  preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion. 

February  8 — Graham ville.  Morning  Prayer,  Sermon  and  Holy 
Communion,  at  Holy  Trinity  to-day;  I  baptized  an  infant  at  the 
service,  and  met  the  Vestry  for  conference. 

February  10 — Nominated  Mr.  W.  B.  Sams,  Theological  Student,  to 
take  the  Stewart  Pinckney  Scholarship  at  the  Virginia  Seminary, 
when  Mr.  Covington  graduates  in  June. 

February  11 — Ysmassee.  At  '"All  Saints1'  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh  said 
Morning  Prayer.  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  addressed 
them,  and  administered  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  at  "Castle 
Hill,"  I  preached  to  the  negroes  in  the  Chapel  erected  for  them  by 
Mrs.  Screven. 

February  13 — Adam's  Run.  I  ijreached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  in  Christ  Church;  after  service  I  held  a  conference  with 
the  Vestry. 

February  15— In  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  assisted  in  the  service 
by  the  Rector.  I  baptized  my  grandson.  Charles  Capers,  son  of 
Charles  B.  and  Mary  Videau  Marion  Satterlee. 

February  18 — Walterboro.  Mr.  Walsh  said  Morning  Prayer;  I 
preached,  confirmed  six  persons,  addt  essed  them,-  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Bellinger  was  present  in  the  chancel, 
and  gave  us  the  blessnig  at  the  close  of  the  service.  In  the  afternoon 
I  preached  in  the  Chapel  for  Colored  People,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion,  Mr.  Walsh  assisting;  confirmed  four  persons,  and 
addressed  them.  At  night  Evening  Prayer  in  St.  Jude's,  when  I 
preached  again;  very  cold  night,  but  the  Church  was  full. 

February  20— Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
South  Carolina  Military  Academy  in  Columbia. 

February  21-22-23 — Presided  in  Convocation  at  Laurens;  preached 
on  Wednesday  night;  said  the  Litany  on  Friday  morning,  and  con- 
firmed two  persons.  There  were  twelve  Clergy  present,  and  the  Con- 
vocation most  interesting  throughout. 

February  25 — Summerton  In  St.  Matthias  Church,  Mr.  Hay  said 
Morning  Prayer,  baptized  two  children,  and  I  preached,  confirmed 
two  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  This  is  my  second 
visit  to  this  Mission,  which  I  am  glad  to  find  is  full  of  interest  and 
promise. 

February  28 — &sh  Wednesday.  At  the  Rock  Church,  Upper  St. 
John's,  Berkeley,  Rev.  Mr.  Motte  said  Morning  Prayer ;  I  confirmed 
a  class  of  five  persons,  preached,  and  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion. In  the  afternoon,  at  "Belvidere,"  I  held  a  service  for  the 
negroes,  and  preached  to  them. 

March  1 — Eutawville.  Preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion 
in  the  Chapel,  Mr.  Motte  assisting. 

March  2 — Forwarded  to  Standing  Committee  the  papers  of  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Boyd.  Thomas  and  Witsell,  candidates  for  Priest's  Orders. 

March  4 — Pinopolis  Visited  to-day  the  Parish  of  Trinity,  Black 
Oak;  the  services  in  t  e  Chapel  at  Pinopolis  Morning  preached 
confirmed  three  persons,  addressed  them,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  Met  the  Vestry  for  consultation  after  service.  Mr. 
Brown  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  addressed  the  congregation ;  espe- 
cially upon  the  repair  and  consecration  of  the  Chapel  in  Pinopolis. 

March  5 — Mr.  Brown  drove  me  up  to  Pineville;  we  had  service  in 
the  Chapel;  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  and 
confirmed  three  persons.  Three  families  compose  the  little  flock  in  old 
Pineville. 
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March  t — Said  Morning  Prayer  and  preached  in  the  old  Church  at 
St.  Stephen's,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

March  8 — Presided  at  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  at  10  M. 
Made  the  address  at  the  12  o'clock  service  for  men,  at  St.  Michael's, 

At  night  preached  and  confirmed  one  person  in  St.  Andrew's  Chapel, 
Mount  Pleasant,  Mr.  Hartzell  saying  Evening  Prayer. 

March  9 — Preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  St. 
Andrew's;  in  the  afternoon  I  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  preached  in 
Christ  Church,  Charleston ;  a  good  congregation,  mainly  composed  of 
young  people  and  children. 

March  10— Aiken.    Made  the  address  at  the  afternoon  Lent  service. 

March  11 — Preached  morning  and  night  in  St  Thaddaeus's  Church; 
confirmed  four  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  at  the  morn- 
ing service.  In  the  afternoon  visited  the  Sunday  School  of  St.  Thad- 
daeus,  catechised  the  children,  and  addressed  them.  Later  in  afternoon 
visited  the  Mission  of  the  Parish  for  the  Negroes.  Mr.  Clift  catechised 
the  children,  and  I  gave  them  an  instruction. 

March  15 — St.  James,  Santee.  Mr.  Waring  said  Morning  Prayer ; 
1  preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  in  the  Chapel  at  M  cClel- 
lanville. 

March  16 — At  Harrietta,  on  the  Santee.  Preached  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Waring  and  I  were  pad- 
dled over  the  San  tees,  and  through  the  canals  to  North  Santee. 

March.  18— Held  service  in  the  Chapel  at  South  Island,  preached,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  laid  the  corner- 
stone of  the  new  Church,  and  made  an  address;  congratulate  my  Rev. 
Bro.  Waring  and  his  North  Santee  flock,  that  they  are  soon  to  have 
their  Church  rebuilt. 

March  20 — Preached  to  the  negroes  in  St.  Cyprian's  Chapel,  near 
Plantersville,  Mr.  Guerry  saying  the  service. 

March  21— Service  at  Plantersville  in  the  morning.  Mr.  Guerry 
said  the  Communion  Office,  I  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Commu- 
nion. In  the  afternoon  we  drove  up  to  St.  Peter's  Mission.  Mr. 
Guerry  baptized  three  children  ;  I  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

March  22 — At  night,  on  Waccamaw,  I  visited  Faith  Mission  for  the 
Negroes,  preached,  and  confirmed  five  persons.  Mr.  Guerry  and  Mr. 
James  Joyner  said  Evening  Prayer. 

March  23 — At  All  Saints.  Mr.  Guerry  said  the  Communion  Office ; 
I  preached,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  In  the  afternoon,  at 
Brook  Green,  Mr.  Guerry  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached. 

March  25 — Georgetown.  Visited  the  Parish  of  Prince  George, 
Winyah;  confirmed  fourteen  persons,  addressed  them,  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  visited  the  Sunday  School, 
and  made  an  address;  preached  again  at  the  night  service.  Con- 
gratulated my  Rev.  Bro.  Dr.  Johnson,  on  the  services  of  the  day; 
good  congregations;  delightful  music ;  fine  class  for  confirmation; 
united  flock ! 

March  26— Notice  from  Bishop  Horner  that  he  had  accepted  letters 
dimissory  given  Rev.  Mr.  Bradin. 

Mareh  29— Said  Evening  Prayer  and  made  an  address  for  Dr.  Evans, 
in  Trinity,  Columbia.  Notice  from  Bishop  Sessums  that  he  had 
accepted  letter  dimissory  given  Rev.  Mr.  Holley.  Rev.  Mr.  Joyner 
said  the  Litany,  and  I  made  an  address  in  Trinity  for  Dr.  Evans,  who 
is  laid  up  with  grippe. 

April  1-  St.  John's,  Berkeley.  Visited  the  old  Church  at  Strawberry 
Ferry.  Said  the  service,  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion.  The  Church  was  nearly  full,  the  day  bright 
and  beautiful,  and  the  services  refreshing. 

April  2— Kingstree.    Preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 
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The  little  flock  of  St.  Alban's  Chapel  were  all  out,  and  full  of  interest 
in  the  Mission. 

April  4 — Evening  Prayer  and  preached  at  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia. 
Without  their  late  devoted  Rector,  this  faithful  Parish  is  united  in  its 
purpose  to  maintain  its  high  standard  of  efficiency,  and  will  call  its 
new  Rector  after  Easter. 

April  8 — Charleston.  In  the  morning  at  St.  Paul's;  afternoon 
private  confirmation  of  the  sick ;  at  night  at  St.  Mark's.  At  St.  Paul's 
Dr.  Campbell  said  Morning  Prayer;  I  preached,  and  confirmed  a  class 
of  six  persons.  At  St.  Mark's,  at  night,  Rev.  Mr.  Hollings  said  Even- 
ing Prayer;  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  thirty-five  persons,  and 
addressed  them, 

April  10 — Gave  letter  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  E.  L.  Goodwin,  com- 
mending him  to  the  ecclesiastical  Authority  of  Virginia.  Sent  to 
Standing  Committee,  with  my  approval,  the  canonical  application  of 
Mr.  Crosswell  McBee  to  the  ordained  Deacon  upon  his  graduation  from 
St.  Lute's  Hall,  Sewanee. 

April  11 — Summerville.  My  Brother  Glass  gave  me  a  full  and  enjoy- 
able day.  Morning  at  Epiphany  Chapel  for  Colored  People ;  afternoon 
at  St.  Barnabas;  and  night  at  St.  Paul's.  Archdeacon  Joyner  was 
with  us,  assisting  us  in  the  services  at  Epiphany,  and  preached  at  St. 
Barnabas.  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons,  addressed  them,  and 
celebrated  Holy  Communion  at  Epiphany  Chapel ;  made  an  address  to 
the  children  at  St.  Barnabas;  preached  at  St.  Paul's  at  night,  and  con- 
firmed seven  persons.  1  was  particularly  pleased  with  my  visit  to  St. 
Barnabas  Mission.  This  work  deserves  the  fostering,  generous  care  of 
the  Diocese;  it  is  beyond  the  power  of  St.  Paul's  alone  to  sustain  it, 
and  the  devotion  of  those  faithful  workers  who  carry  it  on  so  effi- 
ciently, excites  the  admiration  and  gratitude  of  their  Bishops. 

April  12 — Charleston.  In  the  afternoon,  at  the  Riverside  Hospital, 
I  confirmed  a  dear,  patient  sufferer,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mikell. 
At  night,  Holy  Thursday  night,  I  confirmed  a  fine  class  of  twenty 
persons,  presented  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Mikell,  and  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Porter.  At  my  request,  the  address  to  the  class  was  made  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Porter.  The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated,  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  communicants  partook  of  the  sacred  memorial  of  our  Lord's 
dying  love.  I  am  rejoiced  to  find  my  Rev.  Brother  Mikell  so  happily 
and  so  successfully  installed  in  the  work  of  his  Parish. 

April  15 — Easter.  Greenville.  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Greenville, 
to-day.  At  Morning  Prayer  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell  said  the  service;  I 
preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  twenty-two  persons,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  1  attended  the  Easter  Celebra- 
tion of  the  Sunday  School,  and  made  an  address.  At  each  of  these 
services  the  Church  was  filled,  and  crowded  in  the  morning.  The 
music  was  inspiring,  the  singing  of  the  carols  by  the  children  most 
refreshing  to  me,  and  the  day  a  bright  Easter  Sunday.  Mr.  Mitchell 
begins  his  ministry  in  Greenville  with  every  promise  of  successful 
work,  and  with  the  encouragement  of  a  generous  flock,  ready  and 
anxious  to  help  him. 

April  16 — 1  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  this  morning,  and 
baptized  an  infant,  assisted  in  both  sacraments  by  the  Rector.  My 
visit  to  this  Parish,  so  very  near  and  dear  to  my  heart,  came  to  a 
pleasant  close  this  evening  by  my  enjoyment  of  a  "Parish  Meeting  and 
Reception"  in  the  Sunday  -School  Chapel,  where  I  met  old  friends  and 
parishioners,  their  children  and  grandchildren ! 

April  18 — Left  Columbia  this  morning  to  attend  meeting  of  House  of 
Bishops  in  New  York. 

April  19 — In  attendance  upon  meeting  of  the  Bishops  in  New  York. 

April  22 — Being  in  Farmville,  Va.,  preached  in  St.  John's  Memorial 
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Church  morning  and  night,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  the  Chapel  of  the 
Stsbte  Normal  College  for  Women. 

April  26 — Sent  Mr.  John  Beean's  application  for  ordination  to  the 
Standing  Committee. 

April  29 — Winnsboro.  Said  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  in  St. 
John's  Church,  preached,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

April  30 — Admitted  Halbert  Noble  Palmer  to  be  a  Postulant  for  Holy 
Orders. 


APPENDIX  II. 


Report  of  Board  of  Missions. 

The  Board  of  Mission  in  making  this,  their  Annual  Report,  are  grati 
fied  to  state  that  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  they  appear  before 
the  Council  with  a  balance  of  $52.01  to  their  credit,  after  meeting  all 
their  obligations  to  the  Missionaries.  The  past  year  was  begun  with  a 
deficit  of  $217.00,  and  the  total  amount  raised  from  all  sources  is 
$5,662.54. 

The  Board  has  held  two  meetings  during  the  year.  At  the  first 
meeting  they  discussed  the  best  means  of  raising  funds  in  order  to 
meet  their  obligations,  and  they  decided,  after  due  consideration,  that 
the  best  plan  was  to  apportion  the  respective  Parishes  ana  Missions 
such  amounts  as  they,  in  their  judgment,  felt  could  be  given.  We 
are  glad  to  say  that  the  plan  has  worked  admirably,  as  the  Treasurer's 
report  will  show. 

The  Board  may  have  asked  too  much  from  some  of  the  Parishes, 
while  others  may  not  have  been  apportioned  according  to  their  ability. 

The  Board  will  be  glad  to  make  any  correction  in  the  apportionments. 

Again  has  the  Bishop's  Emergency  Fund  been  of  material  assistance} 
and  the  generous  amount  given  by  the  Advancement  Society  is  much 
appreciated.  The  Board  desires  to  express  its  grateful  appreciation  to 
the  children  of  the  Diocese  for  their  Advent  offering,  which  amounted 
this  year  to  $634  45;  it  convinces  us  of  the  fact  that  our  Sunday  Schools 
are  interested  in  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese.  We  desire  to  impress 
upon  the  Clergy  the  importance  of  using  greater  efforts  to  interest  the 
children  in  their  Advent  offering.  Many  of  the  Sunday  Schools  to 
whom  the  Treasurer  sent  mite  boxes  made  no  returns  this  year. 

We  regret  to  say  that  the  Missionary  fields  of  Darlington,  Mais' 
Bluff,  Marion,  and  some  places  on  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Rail- 
way, have  been  served  for  only  part  of  the  year. 

The  reports  from  the  Missionaries  are  very  encouraging  on  the 
whole.  >"ot  only  have  the  old  stations  been  supplied  with  services, 
but  we  rejoice  to  report  that  new  Missions  have  been  started  in  many 
places.  Recently  a  most  beautiful  Chapel  has  been  consecrated  by  the 
Bishop  at  Fort  Hill,  near  Clemson  College,  and  is  in  charge  of  our 
earnest  and  most  efficient  Missionary,  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher. 

We  learn  that  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell  is  meeting  with  great  encourage- 
ment at  Ninety- Six,  in  the  work  recently  commenced  there. 

Rev.  'Harold  Thomas  has  started  a  Mission,  called  St.  Titus,  among 
the  factory  people  near  Columbia,  and  the  congregation  and  Sunday 
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School  of  St.  Timothy's  have  outgrown  the  capacity  of  the  Chapel. 
This  Chapel  will  soon  be  consecrated  by  the  Bishop.  The  Bishop  has 
recently  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  Church  of  the  Messiah,  North 
Santee,  which  is  now  in  charge  of  Rev.  J.  C  Waring. 

Occasional  services  are  now  held  at  old  St.  Stephen's  Church  by  Rev. 
A.  E.  Cornish.  This  is  one  of  the  oldest  church  buildings  in  the 
Diocese. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Brown  is  doing  good  work  at  St.  Stephen's  Chapel, 
in  the  Barrows. 

A  most  interesting  work  is  being  carried  on  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Til- 
linghast,  in  the  sand  hills  near  Eastover,  among  a  people  heretofore 
neglected  by  the  Church ;  a  Chapel  has  been  erected,  although  not  yet 
completed. 

Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd  has  opened  up  a  new  Mission  at  Clifton,  near 
Spartanburg. 

Now,  while  the  Board  feels  encouraged  by  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer, it  would  remind  the  Clergy  and  our  Church  people  that  there  is 
need  for  further  efforts  in  securing  more  funds  for  this  coming  year. 

In  a  few  months  seven  of  our  young  men  will  be  ordained  to  the 
Sacred  Ministry,  and  while  the  Bishop  will  have  places  for  them  to 
fill,  he  will  surely  require  more  money  to  meet  the  demands  of  support. 

May  you  be  equal,  Brethren,  to  these  new  responsibilities. 

We  close  this  report  with  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  all  His 
blessings,  and  with  thanks  to  the  Clergy  and  people  of  the  Diocese  for 
the  support  they  have  given  us  during  the  past  year.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

Aiken,  S.  C,  May  10th,  1900. 
To  the  Diocesan  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina: 

The'Teport  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
South  Carolina  respectfully  shows : 

That  during  the  past  year,  among  various  matters  which  have  come 
before  them,  they  have  deemed  the  following  of  sufficient  importance 
to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Council : 

The  Trustees  held  their  fiyst  meeting  on  October  5th,  1899,  at  the 
Library  of  St.  Philip's  Home,  in  Charleston,  S.  C.  Mr.  John  P. 
Thomas,  Jr.,  was  elected  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  in  the  place  of  Mr. 
A.  M.  Lee,  resigned,  and  the  Bishop  thereupon  turned  over  to  Mr. 
Thomas  the  money,  and  securities,  and  other  documents  of  the  Trus- 
tees which  had  been  delivered  to  him  by  Mr.  Lee. 

The  Trustees  have  given  their  consent  to  the  sale  of  the  Emanuel 
Church  lands  in  Chester  County,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  to  be  applied 
to  the  purchase  of  the  church  property  at  Chester,  S.  C. ,  and  the 
Bishop  has  executed  a  deed  to  the  purchaser  of  said  property.  Several 
deeds  to  church  property  in  various  parts  of  the  State  have  been 
delivered  to  the  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  have  given  their  consent  to  the  mortgage  of  the  church 
property  at  Allendale,  S.  C,  to  secure  a  loan  of  $400,  to  aid  in  building 
the  Church  at  that  place. 

During  the  year  the  Trustees  appointed  a  Finance  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  Bishop,  Messrs.  R.  J .  Manning,  Robert  W.  Shand,  and 
John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  with  authority  to  make  such  investments  of  the 
funds  of  the  Trustees  as  they  may  think  best. 

This  committee  has  accordingly  invested  the  funds  which  have  come 
into  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  during  the  year,  as  appears  by  the 
financial  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  hereto  appended. 
These  investments,  amounting  to  111,000,  have  been  made  upon  first 
mortgage  of  real  estate  for  a  term  of  five  years,  with  interest  at  six 
per  cent.,  payable  semi-annually. 

^The  real  estate  upon  which  these  investments  were  made  were 
approved  by  two  disinterested  real  estate  dealers,  in  the  city  of  Colum- 
bia, at  a  valuation  of  at  least  $20,000,  and  the  titles  to  the  property 
were  examined  and  approved  by  Robert  W.  Shand,  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese,  who  prepared  the  said  bonds  and  mortgages,  and  approved 
the  form  and  execution  of  the  same. 
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In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Trustees,  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  has  furnished  a  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties, 
in  the  sum  of  $10,000,  issued  by  the  United  States  Fidelity  and 
Casualty  Company. 

The  usual  appropriations  from  the  several  funds  in  the  hands  of  the 
Trustees  have  been  made  during  the  past  year.

Archdeaconry  of  South  Carolina  for  Colored  People. 


NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  ARCHDEACON  TO  THE  BISHOP 

TO  MAY  1st,  1900. 

Right  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  : 

My  Dear  Bishop — This,  the  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
undertaken  at  your  bidding  and  with  your  authority,  among  the 
colored  people  of  our  State,  it  is  both  an  honor  and  encouragement  to 
make.  It  is  a  source  of  thankfulness  to  say  that  the  conditions  in  the 
Archdeaconry  were  never  so  favorable,  so  calculated  to  inspire  us  with 
hope  and  good  cheer. 

There  have  been  very  few  changes  among  our  Missionaries  and 
Catechists.  The  Rev.  F.  I.  A.  Bennett,  ministering  at  Chaileston  and 
stations  round  about,  our  only  Priest  of  his  race,  has  removed  to  the 
Diocese  of  Washington,  to  become  an  instructor  in  King  Hall.  His 
place  has  been  supplied  at  Calvary  and  St.  Andrew's  by  Mr.  P.  J. 
Lindau,  Lay  Reader,  with  priestly  ministrations  by  our  brethren  in 
Charleston,  notably  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Cornish;  at  Walterboro,  by  the 
Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh ;  at  Summerville,  by  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Glass.  These 
arrangements  are  quite  satisfactory  for  the  present. 

There  are  now  engaged  with  us  4  Deacons,  of  whom  lis  white; 
Priests,  11,  all  white;  Lay  Readers,  9,  2  white;  Catechists  and  Teachers 
of  Day  and  Sunday  Schools,  61,  13  being  white;  making  in  all  84  asso- 
ciated with  us  in  the  field,  58  of  whom  are  colored. 

We  have  no  candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  One  young  man,  looking 
forward  to  the  sacred  Ministry,  is  pursuing  his  academic  studies  at 
St.  Augustine's,  Raleigh.  From  one  point  of  view,  that  of  the  pressing 
need,  it  is  to  be  lamented  that  none  of  our  best  colored  men  offer  them- 
selves for  this  blessed  discipleship  with  the  Master.  We  shall  not 
make  our  Missionary  work  wholly  at  one  with  our  large  colored  popu- 
lation until  good,  reliable  men  of  that  rac*  assume  this  burden  of  ser- 
vice. Yet,  to  accomplish  the  high  purpose  of  the  Church,  would 
require  the  best;  men  of  intelligence,  education,  and  sound  moral 
character,  whose  motives  are  such  as  to  "endure  hardness."  Our 
demands,  in  these  respects,  are  too  high,  our  "bids"  too  low,  and  the 
field  offered  too  obscure  for  us  to  rival  other  Christian  bodies,  who

have  "preachers"  in  excess.  Better,  according  to  sound  policy,  and 
our  experience  as  well,  to  let  matters  move  along  slowly  and  surely, 
with  the  best  we  have  and  are,  than  to  entrust  these  most  delicate  and 
sacred  concerns  into  hands  incompetent  and  time-serving. 

It  is  a  happiness  to  say  that  our  brethren  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese 
are  showing  themselves  more  and  more  willing  to  recognize  the  obliga- 
tions of  this  branch  of  Missions,  which  in  great  measure  supplies  our 
needs  for  Clergy.  It  is  an  equal  gratification  to  state  that  onr  lay  peo- 
ple are  in  a  much  larger  degree,  both  by  word  and  deed,  taking  their 
share  in  a  task  which,  one  day,  all  will  come  to  see  is,  by  its  character 
and  extent,  common  to  us  all.  The  approach  to  this,  your  Missionary 
feels  by  many  gracious  tokens. 

We  record,  with  profound  satisfaction,  that  the  Church  Commis- 
sion, to  which  our  necessities  bade  ns  apply  for  a  $2,000  increase  from  its 
funds,  gladly  gave  us  one-half  of  this  amount,  that  being  all  that  was  in 
store  for  them  to  spare  us  now.  This  grant  will  relieve  us  greatly,  and 
commands  our  thanks. 

The  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions  has  allowed  us  $100  the  past  year, 
which  unites  us  in  missionary  bonds  to  our  brethren  in  the  Diocese, 
both  refreshing  and  encouraging  to  your  representative. 

We  are  largely  indebted  to  constant  and  generous  friends,  in  and 
out  of  this  Diocese,  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  various 
Societies  and  Sunday  Schools,  for  special  gifts,  which  enables  us  to 
hold  and  minister  to  some  points  for  which  no  regular  provision  is 
made,  to  adopt  new  stations  when  forced  upon  us,  and  to  meet  many 
other  expenses  incident  to  so  considerable  a  field. 

The  funds  of  the  Church  Commission  are  confined  to  salaries  of  Mis- 
sionaries and  teachers  of  certain  established  Missions.  It  is  true  that 
these  special  gifts  have  seriously  fallen  off  the  past  year.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  Archdeacon  has  not  gone  abroad,  for  a  good  while, 
to  stir  up  the  wills  of  the  faithful  people  by  information,  personally 
imparted,  of  our  purposes,  plans  and  needs.  This  information  is 
eagerly  sought  by  church  folk  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  and  paid 
for  when  given. 

My  own  ministrations,  the  past  year,  have  been  as  follows :  Services 
conducted  and  engaged  in.  122 ;  sermons  and  addresses,  159 :  the  Holy 
Communion,  public,  40,  private,  4;  baptisms,  7;  marriage,  1;  burials, 
4;  day  schools  visited,  17;  Sunday  Schools  visited,  10. 

The  statistics  of  the  Archdeaconry  are  tabulated  with  this  report 
They  show  an  increase  over  last  year  in  some  encouraging  particulars. 
We  have  entered  upon  the  care  of  one  new  Mission,  that  on  Edisto 
Island,  under  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams,  and  some  of  his  zeplous  lay  people. 
We  have  again  undertaken  to  supply  services  at  St.  Luke's  Parish, 
Columbia.  Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  some  of  our 
buildings,  notably  at  the  Mission  House ;  St.  Mary's,  Columbia ;  and  a 
new  Chapel  has  been  built  for  Redeemer  Mission,  Pineville.  We  have 
had  to  abandon  the  Good  Physician  Hospital,  most  regretfully,  but 
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we  were  unable  to  command  the  means.  In  its  stead  we  have  a  well 
equipped  medical  dispensary  in  connection  with  the  Mission  House 
work,  and  also  one  at  St.  Andrew's  Mission,  Charleston  County.  Dr.  W. 
D  Tardif,  coming  from  Kentucky,  has  charge  of  the  former,  and  is 
principal  of  the  large  day  school  at  St.  Mary's.  Dr.  Louis  H.  Lindau 
is  the  physician  at  St.  Andrew's.  At  Brook  Green,  the  hospital  work 
for  want  of  a  regular  physician  is  substituted,  and  that  quite  effec- 
tively by  a  district  nurse. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT. 

There  have  come  into  my  hands  the  past  year,  from  all  sources, 
$15,481.36.  This  includes  the  Church  Commission  Funds  all  special 
gifts;  offerings  from  the  Missions;  receipts  at  Mission  House,  farms 
and  industrial  classes;  and  a  balance  brought  o^er  from  last  year,  of 
special  funds,  amounting  to  $3,167.  I  have  paid  out  the  sum  of 
$12,255.07.  The  purposes  for  which  this  has  been  expended  are  many, 
including  salaries  of  Clergy  and  teachers ;  buildings,  repairs  and  rents ; 
expenses  of  divers  institutions;  travel  of  self  and  Missionaries;  office 
expenses;  insurance — every  thing,  as  far  as  possible,  being  insured; 
ministrations  to  the  poor;  "The  Church  Messenger*'  and  priming; 
and  many  items  which  my  account  book  declare,  we  have  left  a  balance, 
chiefly  an  unexpended  balance,  of  the  Graff  Legacy,  and  a  quarter  of 
unpaid  Church  Commission  Fund,  of  $3,226.29  Of  this  we  have  about 
$600  to  meet  all  the  contingencies  of  the  time  before  the  church  wheels 
begin  again  to  go  round.  From  June  to  Advent,  one  in  my  place  must 
hold  his  missionary  breath,  if  breathing  costs  anything,  unless  he 
happens  to  have  it  stored  up.

without  exception;  to  those  in  the  Diocese  and  beyond  who  have  con- 
tributed to  the  necessities  of  our  missions  and  institutions,  and  thus 
given  us  power  to  do  much  which  would  have  gone  undone  and  been 
lost.  To  you  once  again,  beloved  Bishop,  am  1  beholden  for  your 
confidence  and  sympathetic  co-operation,  which  have  cheered  and 
strengthened  me,  as  nothing  human  could.  And  above  all,  and 
through  all,  to  the  Lord  Jehovah,  Blessed  Three  in  One,  who  hath 
preserved,  and  prospered,  and  guided  us,  be  honor  and  praise  forever.

A 
flourishing  Sunday  School  is  being  carried  on  here,  and  in  every  way 
the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Trinity  has  been  justifying  most  encouragingly 
every  effort  that  has  been  made  in  its  behalf,  and  promises  incalculable 
good  results  for  the  future.  Inasmuch  as  this  Church  is  associated 
with  the  Parish  Church  of  St.  Paul's,  Pendleton,  and  moreover  many 
of  those  who  attend  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Trinity  are  parishioners 
of  St.  Paul's,  so  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  give  separate  statistics, 
the  report  of  communicants,  and  in  general  all  the  statistics  of  this  Mis- 
sion Church  are  included  in  those  given  above  for  St.  Paul 's,  except  cer- 
tain financial  statistics  which  follow.

Remarks. — The  scope  and  extent  of  the  work  of  St.  Barnabas  Mis- 
sion, and  its  claim  on  the  Diocese  and  the  Church  at  large  for  generous 
assistance,  may  perhaps  be  best  told  by  quoting  at  some  length  from 
the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Vestry,  read  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  congregation,  April  22nd,  1900: 

"The  committee  in  charge  of  St.  Barnabas  Mission  beg  leave  to 
report  that  the  work  has  been  carried  on  in  the  different  branches 
with  probably  greater  results  than  have  been  realized  during  any 
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former  year  of  its  existence.  In  the  matter  of  public  worship  at  the 
Chapel,  the  attendance  is  better  than  heretofore,  and  we  are  led  to 
believe  that  the  time  is  not  far  off  when  a  larger  building  will  be 
needed.  The  Sunday  School  now  numbers  seventy  five  children, 
though  we  have  lost  quite  a  number  by  removal,  one  most  valued 
family  of  eight  having  moved  to  Charleston  in  quest  of  work.  The 
liberal  contributions  of  friends,  here  and  elsewhere,  have  enabled  us 
to  build  a  large  and  convenient  school  house,  of  the  best  material  and 
workmanship,  and  of  sufficent  size  to  accommodate  the  increasing 
numbers,  and  with  some  room  to  spare,  *  *  *  *  *  and  during 
the  coming  year  we  hope  to  have  all  the  appliances  of  a  first-class 
school  room.  The  committee  wish  to  place  on  record  their  full  appre- 
ciation of  the  faithful  and  earnest  manner  in  which  this  all  important 
part  of  the  work  has  been  performed  by  the  two  ladies  in  charge  of 
the  school,  without  which  little  good  could  be  accomplished.  During 
the  past  year  the  little  building  erected  <*s  a  memorial  to  the  late  Dr. 
Samuel  Prioleau,  has  been,  at  times,  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity,  and 
at  one  time  the  demands  were  so  urgent,  and  so  frequent,  that  the 
committee  found  the  funds  appropriated  for  this  branch  of  the  work 
were  completely  exhausted  In  this  emergency,  the  ladies,  as  usual, 
came  to  the  rescue,  and  succeeded  in  raising  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  hour.  This,  together  with  most  liberal 
supplies  of  groceries,  etc.,  sent  by  Captain  F.  W.  Wagener,  and 
another  constant  benefactor,  whose  name  is  withheld  bv  request, 
enabled  us  to  meet  all  of  the  most  pressing  calls — until  finally,  realiz- 
ing that  the  work  had  assumed  such  proportions  as  to  be  entirely 
beyond  the  means  at  their  command,  the  committee  again  called  upon 
the  ladies,  and  suggested  the  formation  of  a  society  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  various  congregations  of  the  town,  who  should  assume  the 
support  and  control  of  the  Infirmary;  thus  enlarging  its  scope,  and 
extending  its  usefulness.  A  society  was  thereupon  formed,  the  "Samuel 
Prioleau  Infirmary  Association,"  by  name,  and  has  taken  formal  pos- 
session of  the  building,  and  undei  charge  of  its  committee,  the  good 
work  is  being  continued,  quietly  and  without  ostentation,  and  we 
bespeak  for  them  and  the  work  your  sympathy  and  earnest  support. 
*  *  *  *  *  rp0  a|j  Qf  QUr  many  friends* who  in  so  many  ways  have 
contributed  to  the  success  of  the  Mission  in  its  several  departments, 
we  are  deeply  gratef  ul.  In  bringing  this  report  to  a  close,  the  com 
mittee  would  express  their  gratitude,  that  under  the  Divine  blessing, 
so  much  of  real  good  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past.  They  have 
a  strong  conviction  that  the  work  must  goon,  and  that  still  better 
results  await  us  in  the  future.  With  this  in  view  they  invite  your 
deeper  interest  and  continued  help. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

THE  HARDEEVILLE  MISSION. 

The  Mission  work  at  the  Hardeeville  Episcopal  Chapel  was  continued 
in  1895,  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  J.  Maxwell  Pringle;  who,  on 
the  death  of  the  lamented  Wilfred  F.  Bellinger,  was  named  as  his 
successor. 

Mr.  Pringle  was  with  us  in  part  of  1895,  1896,  1897,  1898,  and  until 
his  last  service  on  the  3rd  Sunday  in  October,  1899.  His  ministrations 
were  highly  appreciated  by  us,  both  as  an  eloquent  preacher,  and  an 
earnest  Christian  teacher;  and  his  visits  by  appointment,  anticipations 
of  real  pleasure  and  privilege. 

Our  Bishop  was  enabled  to  give  us  a  service  on  his  last  Episcopal 
visitation,  but  since  then  the  Chapel  has  been  closed  to  all  Sunday 
services  This  fact  is  not  stated  in  any  spirit  of  complaint,  but  rather 
that  of  regret,  for  we  are  not  oblivious  of  our  many  obligations  to  the 
Bishop  and  the  Board  of  Missions,  in  all  these  past  years,  and  their 
efforts  in  the  Missionary  work,  that  has  almost  been  entirely  sustained 
by  their  additions  to  our  limited  contributions.  Still,  we  trust  that  it 
may  please  Providence  to  cause  by  human  effort,  the  lamps  in  our 
Chapel  to  be  relighted,  and  the  beautiful  Liturgy  of  our  Episcopal 
Prayer  Book  to  be  read  on  one  Sunday  of  each  month — if  not  this 
year — then  at  least  at  the  beginning  of  the  20th  Century,  marking  an 
advance  in  Christian  endeavor,  commensurate  with  the  world's 
progress  in  material  affairs.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MAY  1st,  1900. 


To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.  Z>.,  Bishop: 

Besides  the  work  done  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  Hampstead,  I  have,  as 
Chaplain  of  the  Church  Home,  had  services  twice  a  week  at  the 
Church  Home  Orphanage. 

The  St.  Stephen's  Sheltering  Arms  continues  to  do  its  good  work  for 
destitute  women  and  little  children.  Nineteen  children  and  four 
women  have  been  cared  for. 

Contributions  amounting  to  $864.85  have  been  received  in  money, 
and  provisions  and  clothing  have  been  generously  given  from  friends, 
far  and  near. 

In  January  of  this  year  there  was  begun  work  on  a  farm,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  City  Mission  work.  The  object  of  this  farm  is  to  give 
employment  to  destitute  poor  families,  and  to  offer  a  chance  for  the 
education  of  the  children  of  those  families.  So  far  $699.69  have  been 
given  for  the  furtherance  of  this  plan.  Eight  people — two  adults  and 
six  children — are  now  on  the  farm,  and  at  this  writing  the  crops  are 
all  in  good  condition.  The  need  of  more  houses  for  families  is  the 
great  draw  back  now,  but  money  continues  to  come  in,  and  soon,  it  is 
hoped,  this  will  be  a  well  established  work. 

The  City  Mission  work  touches  all  of  the  public  institutions  of 
charity  in  the  city,  and  comes  in  contp.ct  with  many  people  not  con- 
nected with  the  Church,  but  for  whom  much  must  be  done. 

Many  cases  of  distress  have  been  relieved.  Contributions  for  this 
purpose  come  through  various  societies  connected  with  the  City 
Parishes,  and  also  from  individuals  in  all  parts  of  the  city.  $353.10 
have  been  given  to  this  part  of  my  work*

Act  of  Incorporation. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina 
are  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  following  Act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assemby  : 

An  Act  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sitting  in  General 
Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same  :  That  the  Bishop  and 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  time  being,  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  Trus- 
tees, for  the  purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore  given 
or  acquired,  for  objects  connected  with  said  Church  in  said  Diocese, 
other  than  that  now  held  by  other  corporations,  and  also  for  all 
property  belonging  to  any  of  the  corporations,  or  churches,  or  dor- 
mant parishes,  formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but  which  have 
now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and,  also,  of  any  property  now  or 
hereafter  belonging  to  other  churches  or  corporations  in  said  Diocese, 
which  may  desire  to  surrender  or  convey  the  same  to  said  Trustees, 
or  whose  charters  of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Section  2.  That  said  Trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the  powers  of  a  corporate 
body,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for 
their  government,  and  for  the  management  of  the  property  under 
their  charge,  as  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  said  Trustees. 

Section  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  described  in 
the  first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said  Trustees,  by  operation 
of  law,  without  further  deed  or  conveyance  other  than  that  which  is 
herein  specified,  and  the  said  Trustees  shall  report  annually  to  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  the  said  Church. 

Approved  February  20,  1880.

Rules  of  Order. 

I.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings  for  the 
first  day  shall  be  : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
an  Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees, 
viz:  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one 
Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen  ;  a  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Lay- 
man from  each  Missionary  District ;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Busi- 
ness, to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Layman  5  a  Committee  on 
Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for 
admission  into  the  Council. 

6.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  Preachers  for  the  first  day 
of  the  next  Annual  Council. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

11,  Miscellaneous  Business. 

IT.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council  on  every  day  suc- 
ceeding the  first  day,  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  and  every 
day's  session  shall  be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the 
President. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day, 
after  Morning  Prayer, 
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When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily  order  of 
proceedings  after  the  first  day  shall  be  : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Council. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church, 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  when  in 
order. 

6.  The  election  of  Tiustees  to  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when  in 
order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their  respec- 
tive Churches  or  Parishes  for  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  the  expenses  of 
the  Council. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order  : 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Council. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

ITI.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the 
chair. 

VI.  The  delegatiou  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council  unless  he 
hath  leave.,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  without 
advancing,  shall,  with -due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Presi- 
dent  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 
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X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during 
the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be 
moved  and  seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the 
Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers,  as 
called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to 
count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council  unless 
seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  other  mem- 
ber require  it  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  of- 
fered by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend  ;  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named. 
A  motion  to  strike  out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to 
a  motion  to  amend,  and  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of 
the  resolutions.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  ttre  question  first  moved 
shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. '  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  interrupt 
a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  he  indefinitely  granted  to  any 
member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the 
Council 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  he  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  present  wh,en  the  question  was  put. 
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XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  trangress  the  rales 
of  the  Council,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  to  order  ; 
in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  de- 
termined in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President  ;  but 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Council,  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of 
the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  the  substitution  shall  not  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Council,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not 
belonging  to  the  Diocese,  Candidates  for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees 
elected  by  this  Body,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Council. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the  opening 
of  every  Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
both  Orders,  after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.

Standing  Resolutions. 

1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be  given 
by  the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  the  Article  of  the  Constitution  requiring  that  members  of 
this  Council  be  communicants,  shall  be  read  to  the  congregation,  or, 
if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  affixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's 
hand  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after  providing  for 
the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the  same,  shall  be  paid  in 
equal  portions  to  the  Deputies  of  the  Diocese,  who  may  attend  such 
meeting.    (Passed  1875.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1870.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Organist 
officiating  during  the  sessions  of  Council.    (Passed  1856.) 

5.  Resolved.  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  Sexton  acting  for  the  same 
period,    (Passed  1856,) 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return 
thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  Body,    (Passed  1850,) 

7.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Discese  shall  depart 
this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of  the  Jour- 
nal.   (Passed  1872.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible,  to  interdict, 
the  use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhalloived,  w&rldiy  and 
common  purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism  that 
they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the 
Church.    (Passed  1870.; 
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10.  Resolved,  That  in  the  election  of  Trustees  to  the  Diocesan  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot.    (Passed  1866.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
names  of  Deputies,  and  record  the  Clergymen  and  .Laymen  voting 
affimatively  and  negatively.    (Passed  1877.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of 
members  to  and  from  the  Council.    (Passed  1882.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  November,  1890.  and  of  every  year  thereafter;  and 
that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify  the  several  Clergy- 
men, Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  amount  payable,  not  later  than 
October  15th. 

14.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  be 
requested  to  interest  the  children  of  their  respective  Parishes  and 
Missions,  during  the  season  of  Advent,  in  raismg  a  Special  Missionary 
Fund,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Mission- 
ary work  in  this  Diocese. 

15.  Resolved,  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  instructed  to  publish 
the  Statistics  and  Reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission  separately,  as  in 
former  times.  He  may  make  a  table,  such  as  has  been  done  for  some 
time,  if  he  desire,  but  a  summary  is  deemed  sufficient.  These  re- 
ports to  be  printed  alphabetically,  according  to  the  name  of  Church  or 
Mission. 

16.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Secretary  is  directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  report  of  each  and 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  whether  the  same  be  in 
union  with  this  Council  or  not,  in  order  that  accurate  and  correct  state 
of  the  Church  may  be  known. 

17.  Resolved,  That  on  the  first  night  of  each  Annual  Council,  a 
Missionary  Service  be  held  and  that  addresses  be  made  by  speakers 
appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

18.  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  this  date,  the  Fund  known  as  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and  the  income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund,  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  disbursed, 
without  compensation,  under  the  orders  of  the  Council. 

19.  Resolved,  That  this  be  a  Standing  Resolution,  printed  in  the 
Journal,  with  the  other  standing  Resolutions.    (Passed  1899.)
